JEFFERSON CITY, March 18.— 
Most of the delegates who came 
to the Constitutional Convention 
six months ago with high hopes of 
framing a modern constitution 
which would put Missouri forward 
as a pioneer in progressive govern- 
ment, are becoming sadly disil- 
lusioned. | 
~ Many of them, imbued with the 
purpose of unselfish devotion to 
public service, naively believed 
they would be in an atmosphere of 
studious effort to do all those 
things necessary to provide ef- 
ficient government. Instead, they 
have met the combined forces of 
selfish interest, city-slicker polli- 


ticlans, provincia] conservatism 
and political chicanery. 

The regrettable fact is that there 
is substantial basis for their feel- 
ing that unless there is a radical 
- Change in conditions the conven- 
tion will be a failure and that 
there will come from it only minor 
‘and inconsequential changes in the 
present antiquated constitution. 

Not Giving Up Fight. 

These delegates are in the dol- 
drums, They are disheartened 
over the immediate prospects, but 
they are far from giving up the 
Tight to accomplish their aims, 

There are already developing 
embryo plans for a statewide or- 
ganization, liberally financed, to 
ca out through the initiative the 

-government ideals which are 
being blocked in the convention. 
If these plans are carried to ma- 
turity, it is entirely possible that 
the petty politicians and _ their 
fellow obstructionists will have 
reason to regret their refusal to 
co-operate in the movement for a 
practical solution of the many 
problems of the state government. 

It has been demonstrated a num- 
ber of times that the voters of 
Missouri, when aroused to glar- 
ing and specific faults in govern- 
mental affairs, have voted by 
overwhelming majorities for pro- 
posals to correct those faults, In 
recent times that was true when 
the voters adopted the nonparti- 
san court plan to take the courts 
out of control of the politicians, 
and when the nonpartisan Conser- 
vation Commission was created to 


remove control of conservation

WASHINGTON, March 18 (AP). 
—Agreement was reported reached 
today between the armed services 
and production agencies whereby 
about 40,000 men under 26 who 
have key jobs in war industries 
will be deferred from the draft, 

War Production Board sources 
said this was the effect of a policy 
understanding arrived at by repre- 
sentatives of the WPB, the War 


Manpower Commission and the 
Army and Navy. 

It has been placed before Presi- 
dent Roosevelt who had indicated 
earlier that he expected to settle 
this week end how far the Army 
would be allowed to go in taking 
industry’s younger men. 

If Roosevelt approves the armed 
service-production agencies agree- 
ment, it will represent a victory 
for the viewpoint -production 
officials. They have é¢ontended 
all along that at least 40,000 to 
50,000 of the 250,000 men in the 
18-25 age brackets. who have oc- 
cupational deferments would be 
of more value in industry than in 
the Army. 

Miltary authoritids have taken 
the view, however, that virtually 
all men 18 to 25 should be drafted. 

While the WPB sources did not 
disclose all details of the policy 
understanding, it is understood to 
preclude continued “blanket pro- 
tection” for the under 26 men in 
the West Coast aircraft industry. 
They would take their chances, 
along with younger key men in 
other critical industries, of being 
included in the 40,000 to be d 
ferred. | 

These deferments would be par- 
celled out among such industries 
as aircraft, 100-octane gasoline, 
synthetic rubber, electronics and 
those making critical components 
of landing craft. 

The President expects to have a 
statement next week on manpower 
which may embrace the policy 
agreement, if he accepts it, and 
establish’ the mechanism for put- 
ting it in operation, 

As an aftermath of the struggle 

over the under-26 men, manpower 
officials were reported to be tak- 
ing to the White House complaints 
that the armed services were go- 
ing outside their field and trying 
to formulate Selective Service 
policies, 
Some officials were said to feel 
that an issue should be made be- 
cause they anticipated another 
such tug-of-war with the military 
men might arise in the future 
over drafting of men 26 and 27 
who have occupational deferments. 
They want President Roosevelt's 
backing for their stand that in 
the future the Army and Navy 
must keep hands off Selective 
Service policies,

Become Officer of 
League Lobbying for 
Sale of Mortgages.

WASHINGTON, March 18, — 
The Post-Dispatch learned today 
that T. Victor Jeffries, supervisor 
of the Missouri State Bureau of 
Building and Loan Supervision 
until his resignation Feb. 2, sent 
his last circular letter “as super- 
visor” to all state and federal sav- 
ings and loan associations in Mis- 
souri on that date, urging that 
pressure be brought on the House 
Appropriations Committee to -kill 


the Home Owners Loan Corpora- 
tion, 

In his ‘-tter, Jeffries an- 
nounced he had sent his resigna- 
tion to Gov. Forrest C. Donnell 
in order to accept the post of sec- 
retary of the Missouri Savings 
and Loan League, which is af- 
filiated with the United States 
Savings and- Loan League, with 
headquarters in Chicago. 

The latter organization for 
years has been lobbying © Con- 
gress in an attempt to liquidate 
the HOLC so that private loan 
and mortgage companies could 
take over the mortgages held by 
the Government agency. Its ex- 
ecutive vice-president is Morton 
Bodfish, now employed by the 
Army's Office of Strategic Serv- 
ices_in a secret capacity. 

Bodfish is an intimate friend of 
Representative Everett M. Dirk- 
sen of Illinois, who failed last 
year to abolish the HOLC but has 
introduced a new Dill with that 
purpose. | 

He is being aided by Senator 
Harry Byrd of Virginia, who is 
sponsoring a similar measure in 
the Senate, John H, Fahey, Fed- 
eral Home, Loan Bank Commis- 
sioner, has estimated that forced 
liquidation at this time would cost 
now government 3873 million dol- 
ars, 


Jeffries’ Letter. 

Jeffries’ letter to private build- 
ing and loan associations in Mis- 
souri, written on the letterhead of 
the state bureau, began, “This let- 
ter will appear to be long but it 
is the last circular letter to the 
institutions that I will probably 
write as supervisor.” 

He thanked the associations for 
paying $50 to the state for the 
privilege of doing business in Mis- 
souri, as provided by-the last Mis- 
souri Legislature, and added 
“Your fine co-operation is certain- 
ly appreciated.” 

He went on to discuss Dirksen’s 
plan for. liquidation of HOLC, un- 
der which private building and 
loan companies would take over

Cost of Living Comes Down .3 Pct., 


Still Is 5 Pet. 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (AP). 
—Due to a drop in food prices, 


the public in most cities paid 
slightly less for over-all living es- 
sentials from mid-January to mid- 
February, the Labor. Department 
reported today, 

The general decline, measured 
by the Burtau of Labor Statistics’ 
cost of living index, was three- 
tenths of one per cent, with an 
average 12 per cent decline in 
food costs offsetting small in- 
creases for clothing, house fur- 
nishings, fuel, electricity and ice. 

The index, the report stated, 
stands now at 123.7 per cent of 
the 1935-39 average, or about 23 


per cent above the January, 1941, ivi 
evel. ‘

Living costs for the month were 
a trifle below those of last April, 
when the President's. ‘hold-the- 
line order was issued. However, 
they still were slightly more than 
5 per cent above the September, 
1942 level at which the order was 
aimed.

The attacking force, referred to 
in an Army communique as being 
“in very great strength,” was esti- 


mated at 1500 to 2000 planes in- 
cluding Lightnings, Thunderbolts 
and Mustangs which furnished an 
escort. ‘ 

The fighters, representing both 
the Eighth and Ninth Air Forces, 
destroyed 39 enemy planes, but 
the number shot down by the 
bombers was not yet known, 

The air battles cost the attack- 
ing force 440 flyers, Each Ameri- 
can heavy bomber carries a crew 
of 10. The escorting fighters are 
one-place planes, 

British bombers attacked Ger- 
many in strength last night, with 
Frankfurt as their main objective, 
Frankfurt is the home of many 
great factories including aircraft 
plants and is the center of th 
German chemical industry. ,*°- 

The German radio said early to- 
day that a numberof British night 
bombers had been brought down 
last night “though the night was 
very dark.” 

Considerable Nazi Opposition, 

The American announcement 
said that “some of the bomber 
formations encountered consider- 
able enemy fighter opposition,” 

A later statement by Army 
headquarters said the heaviest 
enemy resistance had been thrown 
against the Liberators which 
blasted Friedrichshafen near the 
Swiss border. German fighters 
attacked 25 to 30 abreast, some of 
them driving right through the 
bomber formatiohs. 

Opposition to the Fortresses, 
which carried out. the attacks on 
other targets, was varied with 
some reporting that large num- 
bers of enemy fighters battled 
them at Close range and others

Feb. 24, That report included men- 
tion that five years of work had 
gone into the dévice and that 
tests had been,.made in Jamaica. 

Tonight’s announcement’ said 
the rockets were in use “in 
various theaters of operations” 
and called the propellant “one of 
the most effective yet known.”

Denying Peace 


STOCKHOLM, March 18. (AP), 
—The Stockholm Tidningen re- 
ported tonight that Adolf Hitler, 
in a telephone interview with its 
Berlin correspondent, denied Ger- 
many waa trying to get out of the 
war by using Sweden as an inter- 
mediary, said Russia was trying 
to put a fioose around Finland's 
neck, and scoffed at any sugges- 
tion’ of American and British 
guarantees in connection with a 
Finnish armistice.

Extent of Advance. 

Yesterday's communique said 
that the cavalrymen had ham- 
mered their way through the pill- 
box defenses to ** 600 yards 
of the town. 

When the Americans landed on 
Manus Island Wednesday north- 
west of Lorengau they separated 
into two forces to, \make «a two- 
pronged attack on :the airstrip, 
which they captured the next day.

ISLAND 1100 MILES 
FROM TOKYORAIDED

UNITED STATES’ PAFICIC 
FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Pear! 
Harbor, March 18 (AP).—A United 
States. bomber, symbol of Amer- 
ican airpower sweeping ever 
closer-to the Japanese mainland, 
has struck Matsuwa Island in the 
Kuriles, only 960 nautical miles 
(about 1100 statute miles) from

This was the first attack on 
Matsuwa and the deepest pene- 
tration of the volcanic island 
chain guarding the northern ap- 
proaches to Tokyo.

If the municipal civil-service 
system is undermined for lack of 
sufficient funds, the fault will 
rest with “its bitter opponents in 


some official quarters and in 
ward leadership,” who have set 
themselves above the merit law 
and the people’s mandate, Jo- 
seph A. McClain Jr. a leading 
civil-service advocate, said to @ 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 

“T can’t name names,” he said, 
“but it has come to me from per- 
sons in whom I have great confi- 
dence that there has been a per- 
sistent and constant campaign in 
certain wards against the merit 
system. This comes through com- 
plaints about procedure in opera- 
tion of the system and constant 
pressure’to get people placed in 
city jobs. 

“The political lug as such may 
have disappeared, but it has come 
back in more subtle form, & h 
as sale of tickets to ward part 
and dances, perhaps at $3 or $4 a 
ticket. I haven’t enough facts to 
be more specific.” 

Bruce Names Nolte. 

McClain did not wish to single 
out opponents of civil service in 
official quarters, but Thor W. 
Bruce, acting Director of Person- 


nel, told the reporter that in his}, 


opinion blame for restriction of 
funds should be placed on Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte. Bruce charged 
Nolte had not been friendly to 
civil service. Nolte merely said, 
“No comment,” when told of this. 

The committee which cam- 
paigned for the civil-service 
amendment to the city charter in 
1941 was headed by McClain, for- 
mer dean of Washington Univer- 
sity law school and now general 
counsel of the Terminal Railroad. 
He is chairman of the Federation 
. for the Merit System, a statewide 
organization, and a member of the 
executive committee of the Citi- 
zens’ Committee for Civil Sesxice 
in St. Louis. 

McClain expressed agreement 
with the view of Walter C. Haeus- 
sler, president of the Citizens 
Committee, “that the starvation 
financial diet proposed for the St. 
Louis civil service threatens to 
emasculate it before it has a 
chance to show what its effective 
enforcement can accomplish 
toward a more efficient and eco- 
nomical city government.” 

Haeussler, in a statement Fri- 
day, denounced the attitude of 
the financial and legislative of- 
ficials toward support of civil serv- 
ice. He centered on three things: 
The intention to limit the Person- 
nel Department to the minimum 
annual allowance under the char- 
ter, or about $58,000, whereas 
Bruce has requested $77,400 for 
the coming fiscal year; failure to 
act on a request for $15,000 extra 
for facilities to give qualifying 
examinations to 3600 of the 8000 
city employes, who are listed as 
temporary; and seeming delay in 
reimbursing the department’s op- 
erating fund for $6000 in capital 
expenditures, 

‘Unreconstructed Opponents.” 

“Probably no other city merit 
system was ever attempted to be 
Jjaunched in the face of greater 
obstacles than’ have confronted 
the St. Louis merit law from the 
day of its passage,” said McClain. 

“Its unreconstructed opponents, 
many of them in official quarters, 
were unwilling to accept the over- 
whelming verdict of the people 
that political machines were no 
longer to be built in St. Louis with 
‘political patronage with its inevi- 
table inefficiency and waste. The 
law was immediately, though un- 
successfully, attacked by such op- 
ponents as unconstitutional. 

“Such attack, though stricken 
down, delayed full enforcement of 
the law. Then the rights and 
powers of the Civil Service Com- 
mission to spend its funds to pay 
its director the salary promised 
him, to exercise its duty of classifi- 
cation of employes, and to equalize 
their pay, were denied by the law’s 
opponents. Again it required Su- 
preme Court action to preserve 
and uphold these rights and 
powers given to the commission by 
the charter amendment. 

“At almost every turn the com- 
missioners, striving to do _ their 
duty, were met by obstacles put 
in their path by city legislators 
and other officials who were un- 
sympathetic to effective enforce- 
ment of the law. And now, all 
other efforts having failed to up- 
set the law, by legal attack or 
otherwise, it seems to be the or- 
der of the day to abort the law by 
refusing to give it the necessary 
and adequate funds ordered for 
its support by the charter amend- 
ment. 

Injurious Effects. 

“If such a deliberate flouting of 
the law is permitted to continue 
to the end that the real purpose 
of the law is defeated, then not 
only will the cause of good gov- 
ernment in St. Louis be dealt a 
serious blow, Sut the injurious ef- 
fects will be statewide in charac- 
ter.

WEATHER MAN URGES SHARP 
‘LOOK OUT FOR TORNADOES 


A warning that weather condi- 
tions at this time of year are con- 
ducive to the formation of tor- 
nadoes was issued yesterday by 
Harry F. Wahlgrenn, Government 
meteorologist, who urged all those 
in the Weather Bureau's tornado 
warning system to keep a sharp 
lookout, 

An approaching tornado, he ex- 
‘plained, can be detected by the ap- 
pearance, usually in the south- 
west, of a funnel-shaped cloud, 
swinging like an elephant’s trunk. 
Tornadoes travel 20 to 40 milies 
an hour. . 

The warning system, set up by

4. Food policies that take ac- 
count not only of production, 
but also of marketing—policies 
based on a look-ahead, adopted 
and announced and put into ef- 
fect ‘in time to prevent easily 
foreseeable jams in the market 
places and the processing cen- 


ters, 
5. Policies based on real horse 
sense in pricing for production. 
6. The real and complete elim- 
ination of partisan  pbdlitical 
scheming from the farm-pro- 
ducing agencies of government, 


Farm Role in War: 

“These are the policies that must 
be adopted now in order to give 
agriculture its full opportunity to 
contribute its utmost to today's 
national purposes—the winning of 
the war,” he declared, 

“We are resolved to preserve a 
system which will give us the 
right and opportunity to own our 
own homes, our own business, our 
own farms. In Russia I saw the 
opposite system.

PLANTER ADMITS PEONAGE 
CHARGE, GETS 2} YEARS 


Pleads Guilty Without Offering Evidence 
When Caught Tampering 
.With Witness.

HELENA, Ark., March 18,—Al- 
bert S. Johnson, owner of a 2000- 
acre Cross County cotton planta- 
tion, was sentenced’ to two years 
and six months in the penitentiary 
today by United States District 
Judge Harry C. Lemley on his plea 
of guilty of peonage after more 


than. 30 Government witnesses, 
some white and some Negro, had 
testified to constant terrorism on 
his plantation. 

The principal reason Johnson 
decided to throw himself on 
the mercy of the Court with- 
out presenting evidence on his be- 
half was that he was caught red- 
handed in tampering with a Negro 
witness for thé Government. Wil- 
liam “Preacher” Reddick admitted 
from the witness stand that John- 
son had ‘induced him to testify 
falsely that he had treated him 
well by promising him food, cloth- 
ing and money “so long as I have 
a dollar.” 

Admits Guilt on Two Counts. 

Technically, Johnson bleaded 
guilty to two counts of the in- 
dictment involving holding in in- 
voluntary servitude two Negroes— 
78-year-old Shelley McKinney and 
Clyde Miller, 

Both had testified that Johnson, 
who habitually was equipped with 
a rifle and two pistols, threatened 
to kill them, made them work out 
a mythical debt and kept them in 
such constant fear that they did 
not dare to leave his place. 

Originally, the Government 
charged that Johnson had kept in 
peonage 14 persons including a 
white woman, Mrs. Dosha Moon, 
her three'daughters and a white 
man. But at the conclusion of the 
Government’s evidence yesterday, 
Judge Lemley directed verdicts of. 
acquittal as to five of the de- 
feridants, including one of Mrs. 
Moon’s daughters, 17-year-old Idell 
Moon, and four of the former Ne- 
gro tenants on his place. He did 
so because he did not consider 
that the Government had proved

peonage in their cases, 

Peonage must have the three 
elements of duress, involuntary 
servitude and working out a real 
or pretended debt. 

When Johnson, 50-year-old na- 
tive of Tennessee, entered his 
plea of guilty, the Government 
dismissed the other counts against 
him and also dropped a pending 
case against him of hoarding 1600 
pounds of sugar on his plantation. 
He was at once placed in the cus- 
tody of United State Marshal Vir- 
gil Petty, after Judge Lemley had 
refused h permission to take 
several days to sell his plantation 
and wind up his affairs. 


Judge Cites Brutality. 


In pronouncing sentence Judge 
Lemley said, referring to the two 
counts of which Johnson pleaded 
guilty that he was of the opinion 
“the Government has made a 
strong case and that the defend- 
ant has not only committed the 
crime of peonage but has done 
sO in an aggravated way.” 

“His treatment of some of the 
ignorant Negroes involved in this 
case,” Judge Lemley continued, 
“has been so brutal as to require 
the court to give him a substan- 
tial sentence in the Federal peni- 
tentiary notwithstanding the fact 
that he is entitled to some allow- 
ance which the court will make 
on his having at this time entered 
hi8 plea of guilty thereby saving 
the Government considerable ad- 
ditional expense.” 

The maximum penalty for peon- 
age is five years imprisonment 
and a fine of $5006. 

Johnson, whose left hand has 
been amputated, received the sen- 
tence calmly. When invited by

NEW YORK, March 18 (AP). 
~—Charges that Nazi prisoners 
rule and persecute anti-Nazis 


among them in a southern United 
States prisoner-of-war camp were 
published today in Aufbau, a 
New York German -langauge 
weekly, 

The charges were contained in 
letters’ supplied Aufbau by the 

non-sectarian anti-Nazi league, 
which said they were written by 
a German soldier to his prewar 
refugee sister now living on Long 
Island. 

League officers said the woman 
came to them for aid in efforts 
to have her brother transferred 
to another camp and presented 
letters telling of an attempt by 
Nazis oh the prisoner’s life. The 


league quoted her as saying that 
her brother bears a four-inch 
scar on his throat as result of the 
attack. 

Nazis in the camp persecute all 
anti-Nazis, the published letters 
say, while at the same time at- 
tempting to convince American 
Army officers in charge that they 
are anti-Nazis. 

“They sing songs of hatred 
against the Allies and the Jews,” 
the prisoner is quoted as writ- 
ing. “Today, before going to 
church, they sang “Today Ger- 
many is ours, ,tomorrow the 
world,’”

Morgenthau’s Comment. 

Morgenthau’'s statement showed 
that while the administration and 
Congress may be at odds on the 
amount of taxes, there is harmony 
on how to collect them. In words 
calculated to heal some of the 
wounds of the recent veto battle, 
in which the administration took 
a beating from Congress, he said: 

“The Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, under the able leadership of 
Congressman Doughton (Dem.), 
North Carolina, has done a great 
piece of work It is a great job 
not only because it is going to 
provide welcome relief for the tax- 
payer—relief to which the taxpay- 
er certainly is entitled—but be- 
cause the job of formulating a 
simplification bill was done with 
such dispatch and without confu- 
sion of any sort. 

“My people here in the Treasury 
have spoken highly of the co-op- 
eration they were given by the 
committee's tax experts. We con- 
tributed the best we had, and so 
did the committee experts. So did 
the committee, The result is a 
well-conceived and _ intelligently 
planned recommendation for Con- 
greas that will prove a great boon 
to the country.” 

Simpler Estimating Forms. 

Meanwhile, simplification made 
a preliminary bow in the Treas- 
ury’s new forms for estimating 
1944 taxes. The bill makes no 
change in the requirement that 
tax estimates, and partial pay- 
‘ments in some cases, be made by 
this April 15 on 1944 income by 
those whose taxable income  ex- 
ceeds $2700 for single persons and 
$3600 for married pairs and those 
with more than $100 income from 
sources other than wages and sal- 
aries. , 

Although similar to those first 
used last September to make pay- 
as-you-go applicable to all taxpay- 
ers, this year’s estimate forms 
combine both iong and short form 
work sheets in a single, four-page 
folder. The longer form alone re- 
quired four pages last fall and the 
short form two. 

Who Must File. 

The declarations are due April 
15 from about 15 million persons 
who expect this year, either alone 
or together with a wife or hus- 
band, to have: 

i. Income subject to withhold- 
ing of more than $2700 for a single 
person or $3500 for a married pair 
living together. 

2. Income of more than $100 
from other sources if the total, 
plus wages subject to withholding, 
is $500 or more for a single per- 
son, more than $624 for a married 
person or $1200 or more for a mar- 
ried pair living together. 

Farmers again have the option 
of waiting until Dec. 15. 

Three factors combined to sim- 
plify this year’s estimating pro- 
cedure: ; 

1. Elimination of the 10 per 
cent earned-income credit, thus 
abolishing surtaxes as such. and 
substituting a graduated income 
tax table beginning at a flat 19 
per cent rate. 

2. Elimination of the postwar 
Victory credit to cut the levy from 
5 to a straight 3 per cent. 

3. Expiration of the requirement 
to estimate taxes on the higher 
of 1943 or 1942 income, the first 
antiwindfall section of the cur- 
rent-payment tax law.

Transit Possible at 7c al 
Ton-Mile if Enough fi 
Volume Is Developed, 
Says Survey. 


Field-fresh fruits and vegetables 
will be shipped by air from Cali- 
fornia, Florida and Texas to St. 
Louis consumers in large volume 
when a rate of seven cents a ton- 
mile can be established, it is stated 
in a comprehensive study of traf- 
fic in fresh produce, just com- 
pleted by a group of Wayne Uni- 
versity professors in Detroit. 

How far off that time is remains 
a subject for conjecture, The bro- 
chure prepared by the professors 
is optimistic. Their calculations 
are based on rates of 3, 5, 7,10 and 
15 cents a ton-mile. The average 
air express rate now is about 70 
cents a ton-mile, but increased 
volume is -xpected to reduce rates 
progressively. 

The research staff, making its 
investigation under a grant to the 
university from Col, Edward S. 
Evans, loading authority and avia- 
tion pioneer, have estimated that 


well over six million ton-miles of | 
fresh produce will move into the, 
city by air, if the seven-cent rate | 
can be established.

studies and negotiations with in-

Presugnably referring to such 
organizations as the Allied Mili- 
tary Government, de Gaulle as- 
serted: 

“I declare with force that there 
will be’no other public authority 
than that appointed by the re 
sponsible central power. All at- 
tempts to maintain even partially 
or by camouflage any part of 
Vichy or any artificial form of 
powers foreign to the Government 
(the national committee) will be 
intolerable and condemned in ad- 
vance.” 

Predicting that the progressive 
liberation of France would neces- 
sitate co-operation between the 
Allied command and “French 
authorities, De Gaulle said that 
the committee had submitted to 
Washington and London proposals 
for French-Allied relations in such 
areas, 

The committee has “made its 
decisions as to how it will admin- 
ister territories progressively 
freed,” he said, adding that 
French sovereignty must be re- 
spected and public order main- 
tained during this period. .

PEACE’ LEAFLETS 
IN BERLIN RAIDS 


Messages Call on Ger- 
mans to Repudiate Nazi 
Leaders and Escape 


From Hitler’s Slavery. 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (AP). 
-—-American bombers in their day- 
light raids on Berlin have dropped 
not only bombs but also leaflets 
urging the German people to re- 
pudiate their Nazi leaders in the 
interest of peace, the Office of 
War Information disclosed today. 

The messages, which also pic- 
tured the might of American 
bombings still to come, presum- 
ably were those which prompted 
Propaganda Minister Goebbels’ 
recent threat of imprisonment to 
any German who did not. sur- 
render Allied leaflets immediately 
to the authorities. 

Three Leaflets. 

Three leaflets were in the series 
dropped along with thousands of 
tons of bombs on the German 
capital. One, entitled “Stalingrad 
Number Two,” told Berliners that 
55,000 German troops were killed 


and 18,200 imprisoned at Cherkasy 
on the Russian front, one year 
after Stalingrad. 

“As at Stalingrad, the German 
troops in the Korsun pocket were 
ordered by Adolf Hitler to hold 
a strategically impossible posi- 
tion,” the leaflet said. 

“ ... Seldom in all history has 
a military leader commited such 
a colossal blunder as Hitler com- 


mitted at Stalingrad. Now he has/ 


givén Germany a second Stalin- 
grad. 

“How many more Stalingrads 
will there be?" 

Another leaflet, carried a pic- 
ture of a Flying Fortress with 
dotted lines extending beyond the 
wing tips to show the greater size 
of the American super bomber 
now in production and yet to be 
geen over Germany.

Peace would end 
this slavery. ‘The United Nations 
have not the intent of enslaving 
the German people,’ stated Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on Dec. 24, 1943.”

CHICAGO, March 18 (AP). — 
Gil Dodds, the flying parson from 
Boston, won. his seventh consecu- 
tive mile race of the season to- 
night, turning in a new world’s 
competitive. indoor record of 
4:06.4, 

Five, timers caught Dodds’ 
breath-taking finish at 4:06.4 on 
the nose as he beat out Bill Hulse 
of the New York A. C. by 20 
yards, 

Dodds, turning in progressively 
better miles during his sensational 
string of victories, cracked his 
own indoor mark of 4:07.38, which 
he had set only a week ago in the 
Knights of Columbus meet at New 
York. 

Dodds. was. clocked in a sear- 
ing 60 seconds for the first quar- 
ter, eight-tenths of a second faster 
than the quarter he ran in last 
week's record-breaking mile. He 
passed the half-mile mark in 2:01, 
and the three-quarter post in 3:04. 

The Nebraska-born Dodds, come 
ing to the meet with his coach, 
Lioyd Hahn, another Nebraskan 
and former: great miler, said to- 
day he was not interested in run- 
ning the mile on Dartmouth’s 
huge plank oval where Glenn Cun- 
ningham once. was paced in 
4:04.4.

Scanty Diet Eked Out by 
Purchases and Red 
Cross Aid, Mrs. Flor- 
ence M. Jones Says. 


By ALVIN H. GOLDSTEIN 
A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, March 18.—Mrs. 
Florence M. Jones, formerly of St. 
Louis, today related to the Post- 
Dispatch in New York her expe- 
riences during nearly 15 months 
in a Nazi-supervised French in- 
ternment camp, where she was 
placed some months after Ger- 
many declared war on the United 

States. 

Mrs. Jones, widow of Harvey 
Jones, has resided in Paris since 
1921, except for intermittent visits 
to the United States for brief 
stays with St. Louis relatives, She 
was one of the 669 repatriates 
who arrived Wednesday on the 
_ Gripsholm. 

When the Germans _ entered 
Paris after the fall of France, she 
watched them march through the 
~dare de Triomphe, having decided 
that her American citizenship 
made it unnecessary to flee when 
word of the threatened invasion 
led many loyal Frenchmen, who 
thought that the nation's capital 
would be defended to the last, to 
join in the flight to the south 
which resulted in wholesale death 
on the bombed thoroughfares, 

Undisturbed for Months, 

For many months, Americans 
in Paris were not disturbed by 
the Nazi invader although many 
of their British friends were com- 
pelled to register, obey exacting 
curfews and comply with other 
restrictions until they ultimately 
were placed in concentration 
camps when the surrender of 
Great Britain, seemingly antic- 
ipated at an early date, failed to 
materialize. Eventually, Ameri- 
cans also were required to reg- 
ister each Friday and limit tele- 
phone conversations to the French 
language, presumably to facilitate 
monitoring. Food, Mrs. Jones 
added, became more scarce, al- 
though at first it had been rea- 
sonably plentiful. 

Sept. 24, 1942, Mrs. Jones and 
other American women were in- 
formed that because the United 
States had placed German woman 
nationals in concentration camps, 
it would be necessary for them 
to prepare for segregation and 
they were moved, lock, stock and 
barrel, to a hotel where they 
spent the night. Their next stop 
was at the zoo near Paris. Be- 
cause five francs admission was 
exacted of visitors, a fanciful 
story arose that the civilian cap- 
tives had been exhibited in cages, 
a story without foundation, Mrs. 
Jones said, 

Sharp Cut in Rations. 

After four days of incarceration 
at the zoo, Mrs, Jones and her 
companions were removed to the 
permanent concentration camp at 
Zittel, about 350 miles from Paris. 
Until then, rations were adequate, 
although not luxurious. At Zittel, 
where British prisoners had been 
held for about two years, the food 
situation underwent an abrupt 
change. A typical week’s rations 
could be described about as fol- 
lows, Mrs. Jones said: 

Monday: Cereal, © consisting 
either of cooked barley or oat- 
meal. 

Tuesday: Cheese and one- 
quarter pound of butter.

Sunday: Roast beef—but 
something cut from a se¢ 
tion a long way from what is 
considered roasting beef in nor- 
mal times—vegetables and a ta- 
blespoonful of jam. The slice of 
meat was less than three inches 
square and very thin. 

Thanks to packages arriving 
regularly from the American Red 
Cross, the American prisoners 
were able to supplement their 
food allotments and maintain 
something more than a bare sub- 
sistence diet prescribed by Ger- 
man scientific research. 

Permitted to Visit Villages. 

Earlier, some of the prisoners 
were able to trade possessions and 
articles of food to British for tea, 
a valued substitute for the ersatz 
coffee supplied by the captors, 
Mrs. Jones said. This tea supply

The Fourth St. Louis Interna | 
tional Salon of 
opened yesterday at the City Art 
Museum, with 330 photographs 
from about 200 exhibitors in this 
country and abroad. The exhibit 
will be on display until April 3. 

The St. Louis Salon is one of 
about 60 held in various cities of 
the country, and although created 
only four years ago, it has drawn 
each year a larger selection of en- 
tries from a larger number of ex- 
hibitors than any other. 

This year 1876 photographs were 
submitted, and a committee of 
three judges selected the 330 they 
considered best for the display. 

The purpose of the exhibit is to 
present the latest trends in ama- 
teur and commercial pictorialism. 
It attempts to show photographs 
which are something more than 

mere striking bits of action and 
scenic beauty; those in which the 
photographers have striven for 
art in their work. 

Consequently, the exhibition cov- 
ers a wide range of studies, in- 
cluding some beautiful work in 
color shadings. The photographs 
from foreign countries include 
some from China which seem 
somewhat typical of Chinese 
paintings. 

Other interesting foreign sub- 
jects include some photographs 
from North Africa, including a 
study of a native princess, and 
one of a Senegalese bugiler, puff- 
ing hard on his bugle. 

There are several interesting 
animal studies, including close-ups 
of the heads of cats, dogs and 
ducklings, and numerous more or 
less conventional land and sea 
scapes. Several excellent photo- 
graphs of children are in the ex- 
hibit. 

No awards are given, but the 
Art Museum will purchase for its 
collection five of the best of the 
photographs. The exhibit is under 
auspices of the Camera Club Coun- 
cil of St. Louis.

Interpreting the War News 


END OF NAZI INVASION OF RUSSIA 


By MAJ. GEORGE FIELDING ELIOT 
(Copyright, 1944.) 


HE German invasion of Rus- 
sia is ended, 

True, German troops. still 
‘hold a fringe of Russian soil. One 
large Russian city, Odessa, is still 
in German hands. In the north, 
the Germans have not yet been 
driven over the borders’'of Estonia 
and Latvia, but they are very near 
them. In the center the Germans 
still hold a salient of Russian ter- 
ritory on the front Vitebsk-Zhlo- 
bin, but they can hardly stay there 
long. In the south, ons east 
of the Bug are obv of the 
“mopping-up” variety. af the cor- 
ridor between the Bug and the 
Dniester,is on the point of being 
completely overrun by the Russian 
armies, 

Thus we may accept without 
hesitation the pronouncement of 
the British writer, Lord Strabolgi, 
when he says that “for all prac- 
tical military purposes, the Ger- 
man invasion of Russia is over.” 

The greatest military operation 
which Germany has ever under- 
taken since Germany became 
united under Bismarck has thus 
ended in dismal failure, 

That fact overshadows the news 
from various fronts. It even over- 
shadows the possibility, which 
grows stronger this past 48 hours, 
that in the south the Wehrmacht 
may be about to suffer a great 
military disaster. 


Unrewarded Blood. 

For such a partial disaster will 
not, in itself, be decisive of the 
issue of this war, though it may 
contribute to hastening its end; 
but the overwhelming fact of fail- 
ure in Russia stands out as a grim 
and terrible warning to the Napo- 
leons and Hitlers of the future. 
The price the German people have 
paid in blood and suffering, only 
to come at last to this dismal is- 
sue, can hardly be forgotten dur- 
ing the lifetime of this or the next 
generation of Germans. 

It would have been bitterly re- 
membered, even had it resulted in 
victory, but the rising tide of 
youth would have found solace in 
the glorious opportunity, so prized 
by the German soul, to lord it 
over others. Now German youth 
faces a precarious future indeed, 
with no memories on which to 
draw for support save the mem- 
ories of those who died in vain 
trying to achieve the impossible 
dreams of a maniacal ambition. 
The very children who have been 
taught so tirelessly that they be- 
longed to a race of supermen, and 
that, in particular, their Slav 
neighbors to the east were sub- 
human barbarians, must now live

in a Europe dominated, to the 
east and south, by those same 
Slavs, victorious and powerful. 

But the lesson has not yet come 
home with all its bitter foPce. = 
. 
over. The Russian invasion of 
Germany has not yet begun. The 
buffer lands which lie between the 
two will feel the first force of the 
Russian onset; on their soil will 
come the next great contest be- 
tween the Russian and the 
man armies. Estonia, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Poland, Rumania — 
these are the prospective battle- 
fiellds of the immediate future in 
Easterx. Europe. 


Wehrmacht Elan Gone. 


There the Wehrmacht will make 
its last great defensive stand in 
the east, to hold back the swelling 
tide of Russian offensive power. 
It is not well for us to think that 
the Germans are incapable of put- 
ting up a hard fight; they will 
make the Russians pay heavily 
for victory. But there can hardly 
be a German soldier in that re- 
treating Army who is not aware 
that Germany is a beaten nation, 
who is not thinking longingly of 
the day when he may go back to 
Germany and see how it has fared, 
under the bombs, with his family 
and his home. The present suc- 
cesses of the Russians in the 
south are not all due to planned 
German withdrawals, not even to 
the excellence of Russian plan- 
ning and Russian fighting; they 
are due in part, it is quite obvi- 
ous, to loss of fighting spirit on 
the part of some of the German 
units—and that is almost the 
first time we have had occasion 
to say as much. 

So it comeg to an end, under 
the cloud of battle smoke and the 
steel arch of the Russian shells: 
That great invasion which began 
on June 22, 1941, and was to have 
given to Adolph Hitler and his 
Nazis the dominion of the world. 
It has lasted far longer than Na- 
poleon’s attempt to conquer Rus- 
sia; it has taken almost three 
years of bitter fighting for the 
Russians to eject the invaders 
from their soil. But they have 
done itf because they preferred to 
die rather than be slaves. The 
resources of Germany were in- 
sufficient for the giant task which 
the madman Hitler set for his de- 
luded people, 

The German invasion of Russia 
ends. The last act of the bloody 
and terrible drama of this war 
begins: The act of vengeance and

—The Senate Finance Committee, 
in a formal report on a three bil- 
lion dollar-plus “G. I. bill of 
rights,” described it today as “ad- 
mittedly more extensive and gen- 
erous” in its benefits for veterans 
than any bill in this or any other 


ar. 
But, it added, “we view it as 
true economy... the best money 
that can be spent for the future 
welfare of the nation.” Because: 

“The men and women who com- 
pose our armed forces and who 
will compose our armed forces be- 
fore the end of the war not only 
now hold the destiny of this re- 
public firmly in their hands, they 
will so hold it for a generation to 
come.” 

Chairman George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, has estimated the cost of 
overall benefits to returning 
veterans under the bill at $3,000, 
500,000 exclusive of a 500 million 
dollars authorization for additional 
hospital facilities for the wounded 
and disabled. 

But Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
said he considered the. potential 
cost “as so indefinite and so capa- 
ble of being a tremendous sum 
that I feel more consideration 
should have been given by the full 
committee.” 

Taft added that this did not 
necessarily mean that he will op- 
pose the measure, 

The bill provides for Federally- 
financed education or vocational 
training, special unemployment 
compensation credit for time spent 
in service, and loans up to $1000 
to buy homes, farms or small 
businesses. : 

The committee report expressed 
belief the measure would provide 
greater advantages to veterans at 
less expense to the taxpayer than 
would a bonus arrangement. But 
it did not suggest that the Dill 
close the door on future veterans’ 
benefits, saying: 

“The committee does not con- 
tend that it is or can be the last 
word on the subject. We do as- 
sert ... it represents the very

SHIPBUILDER KAISER HAILS 
RIGHTS FOR ALL IN ‘CENTURY 
OF SOCIAL CONSCIOUSNESS’ 


Beardsley Ruml Agrees, but Says ‘We Can 
Have Tolerable Postwar Conditions Only 
at Higher Levels of Prosperity Than We 
Have Ever Known.’

Ruml and Henry J. Kaiser. 


WASHINGTON, March 18. 


HIS space today goes to two speakers at the recent Chicago 
conference of the National Committee on Housing—Beardsley 


Neither of these men needs any 


extended introduction. Ruml, besides being the author of the famous 
“Rum! plan” for getting Federal income taxation on a pay-as-you-go 
basis, is the treasurer of R. H. Macy & Co. of New York and chair- 
man of the New York Federal Reserve Bank. Kaiser is the miracle- 


working -shipbuilder. 

In the task of postwar recon- 
struction—which primarily is the 
task of preventing unemployment 
—both these hard-headed business 
men, like others who have been 
quoted in this series, see a unique 
challenge to American industry. 

These men are not starry-eyed 
dreamers; they have had to meet 
payrolis.« Yet both are planners, 
and they talk the new language 
of social responsibility on the 
part of business, 

“We have entered,” says Kaiser, 
“the century of social conscious- 
ness when the rights of all are 
recognized—a fact for which we 
may well give thanks.” 


*The Practical Fact.’ 


“The practical fact,” says Ruml, 
“is that we can have tolerable so- 
cial and working conditions in 
this country only at higher levels 
of prosperity than we have ever 
known. These levels can only be 
reached by the hardest kind of 
work, the most imaginative plan- 
ning and co-operation among all 
special-interest groups.” 

The conference at Chicago 
brought out the enormous poten- 
tialities of low-cost housing as a 
maker of jobs after the war. Kai- 
ser pointed to statistics that 
“should give us grave concern’”’— 
no new homes built in 1938 for 
families earning less than $1000 a 
year, adequate new housing for 
only a fraction of 1 per cent of 
families earning between $1000 
and $1500. 

“No matter where the responsi- 
bility lies,” he commented, “hous- 
ing must be provided. It must be 
carefully planned and properly fi- 
manced. It can be done, The task 
will be accomplished in some part 
by individual initiative. But the 
undertaking is so vast that there 
must be a joint effort in which 
the Federal Government, states, 
municipalities, banks, labor un- 
ions, insurance companies and in- 
dustry take an active part.” 


What Workers Want. 


He told of a recent question- 
naire in his Portland yards. Nine- 
ty-one thousand persons were 
asked about their hopes for the 
postwar world, and 80,000 replied 
to the question, “After the war, 
what is the first thing for which 
you will spend your savings?” 
More than one-fourth replied that 
they would buy a new home. 

One could get some idea of the 
possible future, Kaiser said, by 
taking that statistical example 
and multiplying it by the workers 
all over the country who were ac- 
cumulating savings and whose 
first desire was to own a home. 

“We know to our sorrow,” he 
said, “that a considerable segment 
of the American people have 
never been decently housed, Their 
earnings have never been suffi- 
cient to provide a dwelling worthy 
of the American home ideal. If 
industry has the courage and the 
resolution to organize, expand and 
exploit production so as to raise 
the income of’ every willing 
worker, this housing goal can be 
accomplished in far less time than 
we dare to forecast. 

“Many of us are aware that 
the extent to which we fail to 
meet this challenge will be a 
direct invitation to the Federal 
Government to take over the job 
which is fundamentally our own. 
For we have moved forever into 
that zone of social responsibility 
where rights cease to be abstract, 
and where every responsible citi- 
zen can claim his share of that 
prosperity which is made possible 
by the very social organization of 
which we are all a part.” 


a major avenue of attack on un- 
employment; present require- 


ments, accumulations und  ex- 
pressed desires “could keep mil- 


lions employed for years.” 

Ruml, too, stressed the impor- 
tance of the construction industry 
and suggested that it be made the 
subject of a thorough Congres- 
sional inquiry looking to the elim- 
ination of unsocial restrictive 
practices. 

“An industry,” he said, “that is 
looked to for 8 per cent of the 
national product is certainly a 
matter of national concern. The 
industry is indispensable as a 
source of essential public works, 
of housing and transportation, and 
as an outlet for the investment of 
the people’s savings. The industry 
should be given a chance under 
the law to reorganize for the most 
efficient service to the community 
as a private, competitive, regulat- 
ed construction industry.” ° 


55 Million Jobs. 


Rum! fixed on 55 million as the 
number of jobs needed after the 
war for an economy free of mass 
unemployment. 


“If we have 55 million people 
employed,” he said, “we shall 
either have national income of 
140 billion dollars, or we shall 
have an average work week of less 
than 40 hours, or we shall havé a 
price level lower than it is today. 
Thus, if we make. certain assump- 
tions, certain canclusions inevitab- 
ly follow. If you assume a na- 
tional income of less than 140 bil- 
lion dollars, you must also assume 
dne or more of the following con- 
ditions: mass unemployment, an 
average work week of less than 40 
hours, or a price level lower than 
it is today.” 

A high level of employment and 
production in the United States, 
Rum! pointed out, was essential to 
the success of plans for improved 
world economic relationships, High 
prosperity would require us to im- 


port large amounts of raw mate- 


rials; we might even “welcome the 
economic advantages to ourselves 
of lower tariffs on foods and man- 
ufactured goods.” High prosperity 
would make us “less greedy for 
foreign outlets to take up low-cost 
excess capacity.” 


Aid to World Peace. 


High employment and produc- 
tion in the United States, in other 
words, would go a long way to- 
ward establishing world peace, 

“The critical program for high 
prosperity for the United, States 
has been too little emphasized in 
official circles,” Rum] said. “The 
Baruch-Hancock report, reassur- 
ing as it is, does not go much be- 
yond saying that the Government 
should pay its bills promptly and 
move along, always taking the na- 
tional interest and the human ele- 


ment into account, This is good 
as far as it goes, but it leaves 
much impoftant planning still to 
be done by others, 

“Both the Senate and the House 
have committees that are studying 
the problems of peacetime recon- 
struction, This, too, is good, but I 
doubt whether effort to date is 
proportional to the task. The 
problem of domestic recovery and 
long-term prosperity should no 
longer be so neglected nor should 
it be relegated to the private 
agencies of agriculture, labor and 
business. Much as these private 
agencies can and must do, they 
cannot do all, indeed they cannot 
even do their part without proper 
governmental leadership and co- 
operation, 

“We must succeed at home if 
we are to succeed abroad. Our 
great contribution to world peace 
and freedom can only be made if 
we are able to use our unparal- 
leled advantages in establishing 


here, at home, a high standard of 


Housing, he summed up, offered prosperity and democracy.”

The 42-year-old “glamour 
boy” is sitting pretty in the Gov- & 
ernor’s chair here while support © 
for his nomination, without any # 
outright help from him, contin- # 
ues to pile up. He now leads = 
almost all the so-called popular % 
and party polls, far ahead of his #@ 

1940 rival, Wendell L. Wont; § a 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur and 
Gov. John W. Bricker of Ohio. 

A few politicians and many just plain 
citizens have wondered why Dewey persists 
in his unorthodox campaign by silence. Per- 
haps the explanation can be found in the old 
Russian saying, ‘‘A scalded cat fears cold 
water.” Dewey was scalded at the Philadel- 
phia convention four years ago, after he had 
led the first roll call with 360 votes, 171 
more than Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
and 255 more than Willkie. By the fifth 
ballot, he had dropped to 57, while Taft 
reached 377 and Willkie, 429. Willkie won 
on the sixth roll call, receiving 998 of the 
1000 votes. Dewey learned that the candi- 
date with the greatest apparent pre-conven- 
tion strength is not always the ultimate 
victor. 


‘Grown Up’ and ‘Matured’ 
With a ‘Calculated Act.’ 


At Philadelphia Dewey irritated and at 
times infuriated many prominent and ob- 
scure delegates by his arrogant cockiness 
and self-satisfaction. The old observation 
about him that “‘you have to know Dewey 
well to dislike him” was disproved; many 
disliked him after five minutes conversa- 
tion. At 88 years old, he was ‘‘the young 
man in a hurry,’ the boy scout,” the ‘‘po- 
litical upstart.” 


The Dewey of today is a different per- 
son. The common appraisal is that he 
has “matured,” that he has “grown up.” 
His enemies say that the new Dewey is 
a “calculated act,” but if an “act,” it is ef- 
fective. His present cordiality to visitors is 
somewhat Rooseveltian—even if not sincere, 
it is flattering. 


As part of the non-candidate role, Dewey 
declines to be interviewed. This in itself 
may be a tip-off. Had he made up his mind 
to refuse the nomination if ‘‘drafted,”’ the 
logical procedure would be to talk on the 
record whenever requested on any question, 
regardless of national political conse- 
quences, 


It is possible, however, for an inquiring 
reporter to ascertains authoritatively what 
Gov. Dewey thinks about present-day polit- 
ical problems, He has made speeches, 
talked wih intimate friends, held press eon- 
ferences with the Albany correspondents. 
With information from these and other 
sources, a jig saw puzzle can be pieced to- 
gether presenting the following picture: 


Dewey would accept the Republican 
presidential nomination if offered to him. 
He probably will take no open and active 
part in the preconvention campaign but 
will not stop any reputable Republican 
from working for him. 

‘If nominated he would conduct an ac- 
tive campaign, by travel and by radio, 
against the New Deal’s domestic admin- 
istration rather than against its objec- 
tives, and in the international field he 
would promise leadership by the United 
States to form a postwar organization, 
backed by force, to maintain the peace, 
The United States, Great Britain, Soviet 


Russia and China would be the nucleus 


of this organization, as foreshadowed by 
the Teheran and Cairo conferences. 


He would try to take the “isolationist” 
label from the Republican party. He 
thinks the McCormick-Patterson-Hearst 
press would support him during the cam- 
paign against President Roosevelt, who 
he guesses will be the Democratic nom- 
inee, and that this section of the press 
would break with him a few months after 
he took office. : 


If elected, he would make use of the 
international prestige of President Roose. 
velt and Secretary of State Hull in the 
war and peace negotiations, 


In his dealings with Congress, he 
would seek co-operation and advice but 
at the same time feel that the President, 
as head of the executive branch and lead- 
er of the Republican party, should out- 
line the broad governmental policies. 


For executive positions he would seek 
the highest type of men for appointive 
posts, with a sizable percentage of young 
men, 


He would not try to repeal outright 
any important New Deal laws but would 
amend some and find different admin- 
istrators for others. He would try to re- 
duce governmental expenditures and 
would be more sympathetic to the busi- 
ness man’s point of view. 


Advantages of Silence, 
All to Gain, Little to Lose. 


The silent campaign presents advantages, 
especially to a man who learned that pref- 
erential primary votes can melt away under 
the heat of the convention: Pressure and 
special groups can be ignored and offers 
of unwanted support may be answered by 
the form letter that the Governor appreci- 
ates the interest but is not a candidate. 
If there is a repetition of the 1940 conven- 
tion defeat, Dewey can go on as Governor, 
as he has said he wants to do. And in 1948 
Dewey will be only 46 years old. If the 
convention nominates him and he is elected, 
he can turn the governorship over to the 
Republican Lieutenant Governor Joe R. 
Hanley, who recently won that position by 
an overwhelming majority against Lieut. 
Gen. William N. Haskell, the Al Smith- 
Farley candidate, 


Five experienced and shrewd New York 
Republicans are actively but not so openly 
backing Dewey for President, They are ‘his 
early patron, former United States District 
Attorney George Z. Medalie; William F. 
Bleakley, Republican candidate for Gover- 
nor in 1936 and at present the boss of 
Westchester County; John Foster Dulles, 
member of the Sullivan and Cromwell law 
firm; J. Russel Sprague, Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman for New York, and 
Edwin F. Jaeckle of Buffalo, Republican 
State Chairman,

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Big Money Interests 
Likely to Give Support. 


A large section of thé Big Money inter- 
ests is expected to get behind the Dewey 
candidacy and the rumor is already spread- 
ing among them that the Governor, if elect- 
ed, would be tractable. There is reason 
to suspect that until the overwhelming elec- 
tion of Lieut. Gov. Hanley, Dewey gave the 
representatives of big interests the same 
brush-off he had handed reporters and pro- 
fessional politiclans—that he was not a 
candidate. Since then the business men 
and their political representatives have in- 
dicated that they have some inside informa- 
tion and that Dewey is all ¢ight from their 
viewpoint. This group, of course, wants a 
winner, and while their first choice seems 
to be Bricker, Dewey comes well ahead of 
Willkie, MacArthur and Stassen. The Re- 
publicans will not lack campaign funds 
with Dewey the nominee. 


Among the rank and file voters, Dewey’s 
candidacy—if it is a candidacy—suffers 
from the campaign by silence. For those 
who want his views, there are, on the 
record, only his successes as a prosecutor 
in New York City, his one year as Gover- 
nor and a few speeches and press confer- 
ences, some of which are already outdated. 


His meteoric career as a lawyer attracted 
attention far beyond New York. His prose- 
cution of gangsters, racketeers and cor- 
rupt politicians led to the Republican nom- 
ination for the Governorship in 1938, when 
he was barely defeated by Governor Her- 
bert H. Lehman, and to.his outright cam- 
paign for the presidential nomination in 
1940. 


He is a popular governor, in a state 
with a tradition of strong governors. The 
Republican National Committee publicity 
division is making a great hullabaloo over 
the budget balancing achievements of the 
party's governors, but by a simple mathe- 
matical calculation it can be proved that 
every governor has had such a record dur- 
ing the past few years because of the 
soaring national income, 


Dewey admits he “inherited” the best 
state governmental set-up in the country. 
and many New York Democrats concede 
that the 20 years of Democratic manage- 
ment had left a job of clearing out cob- 
webs and the dry rot which gradually cut 
down its efficiency.

Although rated the No, 1 Ger- 
manophobe in England, ahead 
even of Prime Minister Churchill, 
and deemed “a bit shrill” by some, 
Vansittart denies hatred.

The record, as Vansittart reads 
it, is against the Germans for 200 
years. “The reason and *neces- 
sity for this book,” he says, “are 
that, unless the world will, at long 
last, recognize and face the Ger- 
many that, deliberately, has been 
and is, there is no chance what- 
ever of the Germany that might 
be, You cannot expect to cure an 
endemic disease if you do not 
even know what it is.”

On the Anglo-American agenda for his Lon- 
don conversations, lend-lease leads the list. Sec- 
tion 5 of the act, dealing with terms and condi- 
tions of repayment, and Section 7, dealing with 
protection for American patents and royalties, 
are only two factors in the appalling task of ad- 
justing war economy to postwar trade. 

Lend-lease was passed when Congress consid- 
ered Britain an outpost of American defense in- 
stead of an ally in a desperate cause, There is 
concern in Hngland that Congress continues to 
think along such lines, some resentment that the 
United States has unsurped queenship of the 
oceans, and disagreement on both sides on the 
amount of British industrial exports justiffable 
at a time when America is a chief source of 
supply. 

Two other sources of economic conflict are the 
questions of international civil aviation and of 
Arabian oil. The first is related to lend-lease 
matters, since Congress will probably reopen 
discussion of postwar disposition of American- 
bullt air bases when the act comes up for re- 
newal soon. The second is based on British sur- 
prise at the Ickes proposal because of British 
assumption that the two nations would act joint- 
ly on plans for developing oil reserves in the Near 
Bast. Both will probably be reviewed in Wash- 
ington conferences during the next few months, 
but they are still certain to be on the Stettinius 


‘ docket. 


The Under Secretary will be on less — 
ground when his London conferences swing 
around to the aggravated questions of Duropean 
politics, 

Britain is strongly inclined toward full recog- 
nition of the Algiers committee as a de facto 
government, while American leaders are still 
inexplicably reluctant to recognize the strong 
position of De Gaulle. There are the knotty’ 
questions raised by Yugoslavia and Churchill’s 
attempts to settle the differences between the 
“legitimist” government and Gen. Tito; by Italy, 
now that Russia hag recognized -the Badoglio. 
regime; by the hindering neutralities of Bire 
and Turkey; by the unsatisfactory Spanish 
situation in which Ambassadors Hoare and 
Hayes apparently soft-pedal to Franco all belated 
Anglo-American indications of firmness. 

As if these headaches were not enough, added 
to them is the terrific problem of what to do 
with Germany. What about smashing the Ger- 
man cartels—a project many British and Ameri- 
can big business men have little heart for? What 
about reparations, and should they be on the 
basis of industrial replacements and labor bat- 
talions? Is the solution dismemberment, or is 
it the eradication of those vicious elements that 
historically stand in the way of popular rule in 
Germany? 


There are plans to be made with regard to the . 


Argentine, and how far economically-interested 
Britain is prepared to go in backing up a sinewy 
United States policy there. There are questions 
to be asked and answered about the Far Bast— 
about rumored British preference for a strategy 
that by-passes Burma, and whether the United 
States shall dominate the Pacific and control the 
Japanese-mandated islands in which Australia 
and New Zealand are interested. 

Mr, Stettinius will need the sword of Perseus 
and the realism of Jack Garner to cut a swath 
of diplomatic progress through the maze of issues 
that confronts him. Not the least of them is the 
tendency on the part of all Three Powers, and 
especially Russia and Britain, to make unilat- 
eral decisions that seem to reject the announced 
objectives of Moscow and Teheran. 

It ig the fault of all three that they lack what 
Life magazine recently called a “sense of com- 
mon cause,” and that the war-alme question 
looms largest and most baffling of all. The 
American Under Secretary of State can shore 
up a few of the breaches in Anglo-American 
harmony, but he cannot perform miracles. 

The whole world waits with impatience for 
two signals of good faith—the establishment of 
a United Nations Council, and proof that we 
are traveling the road to a lasting peace. The 
Three Powers have delayed both almost to the 
point of disillusionment. 
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Are the Little King and Badoglio putting their 
chips on the Red in the game of Italian political 
roulette? 


As You Were, Mr. Ickes! 


There are certain constants in the American 
politicscape that no one likes to see wavering, 
and the self-heralded curmudgeonry of Harold 
Ickes is one of them. Dyed by his own hands is 
this champion of cussedness. “The snarlingest 
cit that ever went to bed with his boots

William H, Stoneman’s story of the “equivocal” 
success of the saturation bombing of Cassino was 
a fine journalistic service. Hats off, too, to the 
censors who passed it. The time has passed 
for promotional treatment of Allied air offensives, 
if ever there was a time when it was advisable 
at all. The time is certainly at hand for de- 
veloping in the American people that “tough- 
mindedness” that only frankness and truth can 
give them, 

The pulverization of Cassino was a tactical use 
of third-dimensional “cavalry,” as opposed to its 
strategic use over Germany, The former was 
a vertical barrage to soften an immediate objec- 
tive. The raids on the Reich itself are for the 
dual purpose of knocking out production and 
of thinning Luftwaffe fighter reserves a0 that 
the Allies will have mastery of the skies when 
they are ready to invade, Yet there is a similar- 
ity between the two in terms of German re- 
sistance, 

After Cassino’s saturation with 2500 tons ‘of 
explosives, the Germans, Stoneman _ reported, 
“were still full of fight. . .. Seasoned troops, 
given sufficient time to dig in, have to be dug 
out with the bayonet and grenade.” Air Chief 
Marshal Sir Arthur Tedder recently said as 
much of the Western air front: “Bombing cannot 
do it alone. It will take all arms.” 

The comment on air offensives has consistent- 
ly failed to emphasize, however, that they are in 
the same relation to actual advances by ground 
forces as is the preface of a book to the book it- 
self The effectiveness‘of air power has not been 
depicted in its true proportion to the jobs that 
must be done eventually by other services. The 
lesson taught at ancient Cassino is a lesson. the 
American public has not fully learned: spectacu- 
lar and invaluable as strategic and saturation 
raids may be, the enemy ig still dug in, The 
casualty lists will be long and the days heart- 
breaking before he is dug out and is ready to

Punishment of a slave-driving Arkansas plant- 
er on a plea of guilty in a Federal court at

Tito's Partisans etarted with nothing and took weapons from their 
foes; now they are 300,000, men and women; they have lend- 
lease aid and Allied air support; their democracy, transcending race 
and creed, portends the kind of country that they want to build.

CAIRO (By Cable). 

The Yugoslav Partisan Army has grown 
in two years from isolated guerrilla bands 
to an army of about 300,000 men and wom- 
en; an army that has been largely responsi- 
ble for pinning down some 300,000 Axis 
troops in Yugoslavia, or as many Nazis as 
the Fifth and Eighth armies combined are 
fighting in Italy; an army that is the 
weapon of Yugoslav people who desire a 
democratic country after the war. 


This army has liberated more than half 
of Yugoslavia, It has played an important 
part in the general Allied struggle. Dur- 
ing the Tunisian campaign, for instance, 
the Partisans destroyed at least 217 Ger- 
man trains carrying troops and supplies 
to the south. During the Sicilian campaign, 
when the Allies were facing not more than 
three and one-half German divisions, the 
Partisans were fighting seven German di- 
visions. During both these campaigns and 
the Italian invasion, the Partisan Army 
was tying up from -16 to 20 Italian divi- 
sions that would otherwise have been free 
for use against the British and Americans, 


Without Aid or Understanding 


All this was done without outside help 
and in spite of a lack of understanding 
on the outside and fifth-column work on 
the inside. It waa done without Yugoslav 
planes or equipment, and without the bene. 
fit of lend-lease aid, 

Recently, however, the Partisans have 
been receiving Allied supplies in a “sub- 
atantially increasing” flow, which an offi- 


cial spokesman credited with helping to’ 


make possible continuing successes against 
the Nazis. 


- The Yugoslav Partisans took their faith 
and intelligence from themselves and their 
equipment from the enemy. 


Today they have tanks, field guns of 
large caliber, all the necessary small arms 
and even a few planes, They are & recog- 
nized Allied army commanded by thelr 
own officer, Tito, who ia officialy recog- 
nized by the Allies as “Commander-in-Chief 
of the Yugoslav People’s Army of Libera- 
tion.” They can even call for Allied air 
support when they plan an attack, the 
ultimate proof that they are definitely 


out of the bush leagues. e 


Tito, Strategist and Politician 


All this has been accomplished by the 
application of militant democracy, not by 
any Wild West tactics, Contrary to most 
reports, Tito is not the Lone Ranger. He 
is a sober, political-minded man who has 
won his war as much by good politics as 
by superior military strategy. He has suc- 
ceeded by understanding that this is a 
people’s war and is fighting it accordingly. 
An American military observer, who spent 
several months with the Partisans, has com- 
pared Tito and the present Yugoslav strug- 
gle with George Washington and our own 
fight for independence. 


The Partisan Army is open to all who 
are willing to fight the Nazis, regardless 
of their race, religion or political color, 
It is an army with the broadest possible 
base, composed of Serbs, Croats, Slovenes, 
Macedonians, Montenegrins; Jews, Chris- 
tians, Moslems; Communists and conserva 
tives. It includes an Italian division, a 
Czech brigade, a Hungarian battalion, a

Bulgarian battalion and even a German 
company. 

Its composition is important not only 
as an example of the kind of army that 
is winning this war but also as an exam- 
ple of the kind of country these Yugoslav 
peoples mean to create after the war, 
There is a direct relationship between the 
character of an army and that of its par- 
ent state, The strength and democracy 
of the Partisan Army demonstrate even 
at this early date that the war for this 
country is one of national liberation, 


Not a Communist Movement 


Although the movement was organized 
at first by Communists, it was never real- 
ly a Communist uprising; it was always a 
people’s movement embracing all sects and 
parties, It is composed of both men and 
women fighters, with the number of wom- 
en in some brigades running as high as 20 
per cent. There are even women company 
commanders, 


Each company has a meeting at least 
once a week, The political officer dis- 
cusses the gerieral political and military 
situation in Yugoslavia and elsewhere, and 
leads discussion. Each man is free to say 
what he thinks of the way the company 
has behaved in action and the way it has 
been led or misled, 


Each Partisan brigade has at least one 
priest fighting with it. The church has 
become an integral part of the liberation 
movement. It is a familiar sight to see 
long-bearded patriarchs marching with the 
men. 
beard is worth a brigade.” 


There are no such things as orderlies 
and nothing that even remotely resembles 
an officers’ mess. When the men of one 
detachment pass the men of another unit 
on the road, they shout the Partisan mot- 
to, “Death to Fascism!” The others reply, 
“Freedom to the People!” 


Their Duty Is Their Pay 


There are no pay days. A dead German 
is considered pay enough. When a man 
over 18 years of age joins up, he receives 
two hours of instruction in rifle and hand 
grenade and is ready for action, Boys un- 
der 18 get the benefit of three weeks in 
recruit drill before they are allowed into 
action. The Partisan Army includés men 
between 14 and 665. 


A recruit is given either a rifle or a 
sub-machine gun, some hand grenades and 
anywhere from 150 to 200 rounds of am- 
munition. The Partisans wear a mixture 
of uniforms, from German and Italian 
clothing to British battle dress. Food is 
supplied to a great extent by the people 
in whose territory the army is moving. 

At this moment there are Partisan 
shock units fighting miles within Austria. 
The Hungarian battalion has struck deep 
inside Hungary. The Partisans have con- 
stant liaison with resistance movements 
in Greece, Albania, Italy and Bulgaria 
Tito’s war is no small-time business,

ranean, was the chief practical 
dividend resulting from conclu- 
sion of an armistice with the 
Badoglio government after the 
fall of Mussolini. 

Hasty consultations across the 
Atlantic led to the _ corrected 
statement that “Russia's desire 
to increase the strength of the 
Red fleet, presumably raised at 
Teheran, would be met by trans- 


fer of American and Britigh ton- 


nage equivalent to one third of 
Italy's. Since the United States 
fleet is so extensively engaged in 
the Pacific, it may be assumed 
that the main burden of provid- 
ing Russia with these additional 


warships will actually be assumed 
by the British. 


Variance in Collaboration. 


That a transfer of flag is nec- 
essary to procure additional naval 
support for some aspect of Rus- 
sian grand strategy illustrates a 
sharp difference in Allied war col- 
laboration as practiced by. Rus- 
sia and by Britain and America. 
Russia still prefers to conduct all 
aspects of its war independently, 
in accordance with plans framed 
secretly in Moscow and executed 
by its own forces exclusively, The 
western Aliies practice total pool- 
ing of plang and resources, 


Meantime ruffled Italian feel- 
ings have been smoothed by Pre- 
mier Churchill's blunt statement 
that for the present he sees no 
practical alternative to the Bado- 
giio government—a _ statement 
which has infuriated Count Sforza 
and the Italian Communists alike, 
both crying on high for liquida- 
tion of King Vittorio Emanuele 
and everything stemming from 
his Fascist-tolerating regime. 
Churchill was clearly viewing the 
position from the immediate 
standpoint of strict political ex- 
pediency. His attitude received 
indorsement last week from an 
unexpected quarter in another uni- 
lateral declaration from one of 
the partners. 

It was announced that the Soviet 
Government would be first in the 
field to grant full diplomatic rec-

bassadors. This goes farther than 
either Britain or the United States 
have gone.

Conjecture as to Reason. 


Stalin's move, doubtless on the 
recommendation of Foreign Vice- 
Commissar Vyshinski, who served 
for some months on the Allied 
Italian Advisory Committee, may 
be dictated purely by Soviet real- 
ism; or it may have more far- 
sighted political motives. - It is, 
after all, a gesture toward a Cath- 
olic country which borders on an 
area of Eastern Europe in which 
Russian interest will increasingly 
become evident. It can have a 
certain short-run influence on Ru- 
mania, whose historic association 
with Rome remains a reality, and 
might encourage confidence in 
Russian intentions among the anti- 
Nazi elements of that country.

it also demonstrates, by its ges- 
tures to the resistance movements 
of France and Italy, that it in- 
tends to play its part in Western 
reorganization also, 

Although Russia has not so far 
given to its allies any detailed 
outline of its plans in Eastern 
Europe, it becomes clear that the 
Kremlin has for long had a per- 
fectly definite policy to which it 
is working; nor, to fudge by what 
we know of Premier Stalin's lat- 
est reply to Premier Churchill on 
the subject of Poland, has it any 
intention of heeding the voice of 
the west where this runs counter 
to its settled intentions. This — 
session of a single, settled policy, 
backed as it now is by the im- 
pressive display of military suc- 
cess in the field, gives Russian 
diplomacy a —~ head start over 
American and British. Nor can 
it be questioned that the latter is 
weakened in the eyes of the world 
when it takes the form of massive 
demonstrations towards small 
states which feel able, or com- 
pelled, nonetheless, to reject these 
demands and are able to do so 
with impunity.

Russia’s Policy. 


Russian policy in the Balkans, 
as in Poland, is based on the prin- 
ciple that the countries falling 
within the Russian “sphere of in- 
terest” should have governments 
ready and. anxious to pursue pol- 
icies which suit the Russian book. 
The requisite changes are to be 
brought about prior to any gen- 
eral peace conference, we as- 
sume, so that the blessing and 
guarantee of the other great pow- 
ers may be given to the new Eu- 
ropean fabric as part of the world 
organization for preservation of 
future peace. 

For Rumania, soon to become 
a Russo-German battlefield, the 
Russians have a profound con- 
tempt, They will feel no scruples 
in occupying once more all of 
Bessarabia and Bukovina, and 
perhaps Moldavia also, if they 
plan to place their future defensive 
frontier on the Carpathians. But 
neighboring Bulgaria, with its 
predominantly Slav, pro-Russian 
peasantry, can be relied upon to 
co-operate willingly once the pro- 
German ruling clique has been 
overthrown, —~— 

Nor has Russia any desire to 
clash head on with Turkey, al- 
though the Kremlin plan seems 
obviously to include free access 
for the Soviet Union to the Medi- 
terranean. Herein lies the chief 
interest in the proposals of the 
Bulgarian opposition (pro-Rus- 
sian) forces which have been 
taken to London by Smodlacka, 
the Foreign Commissar in the 
“government” set up in neighbor- 
ing Yugoslavia by pro-Russian 
Partisan Leader Josip Broz Tito,

Role of Yugoslavia. 


While Rumania may be the 
immediate focus point of the 
limelight on the south Russian 
front, longer-range interest at- 
taches to Yugoslavia, whose boy 
king, Peter, is now in London 
seeking advice and backing for a 
great personal effort to unite the 
warring forces of Marshal Tito 
and Serbian Gen, Mihailovitch in

Japanese Carrier 


Acted on Theory It 
Had Turned Back— 
and Found It.

WASHINGTON, March 18. 
FTER chatting with terse 
and lucid realism on affairs 
in the Pacific, V. Adm, Fred- 

erick J. Horne, Vice Chief of 
Naval Operations, ushered the 
writer into.an adjoining room and 
presented him to an officer who 
rose from a desk with a shy and 
gentle smile. His dark-brown 
hair was flecked with gray, The 
eyes were blue, the features were 
ruddy and. the medium figure was 
athletic. On his breast were the 
—— of an aviator, and about 
his left shoulder were looped the 
gold cords of a triple aiguillette. 

“My aide,” the admiral an- 
nounced, “Comdr. Clarence W. 
McClusky Jr. 
the Battle of Midway.”. 

Comdr. McClusky protested that 
lots of men helped win the Battle 
of Midway, and that any credit 
involving himself was due _ to 
members of his air group. But 
the admiral persisted: * 

“He already has the Navy Cross, 
Distinguished Flying Cross and 
Purple Heart. I’ve recommended 
him to Adm. Nimitsa for the Navy 
Distinguished Service Medal.” 

From questions and answers 
that. followed there emerged a 
story, never before printed, of 
one crucial chapter in the combat 
which raged for three days and 
nights. over thousands of square 
miles of sea and air, and which 
set a definite period to the mam- 
moth offensive ufleashed by 
Japan six months earlier at Pearl 
Harbor. 


A Lightning Decision. 


The episode proved to: have cen- 
tered about a lightning decision 
which McClusky was called on to 
make, entirely on his own, at 11:20 
o'clock on the morning of June 
4, 1942, At that instant he was 
19,000 feet aloft in the sky, some 
1756 miles northwest of Midway, 
in command of 36 Douglas Daunt- 
less dive bombers from the car- 
rier Enterprise, 


In top naval opinion, his jud 
ment represented the critical 
in the engagement, Based on —* 
diverse factors as wind vebocity, 
gasoline supply and probable Jap- 
anese psychology, it resulted im- 
mediately in crippling the two 
largest of four aircraft carriers 
which formed the mailed fist of 
the enemy striking force, and led 
eventually to the destruction of 
all four, hegides other warships 
and auxiliaries. Three days earlier, 
on June 1, Lt. Comdr. McClusky, as 
his rank then was, had celebrated 
his fortieth birthday. 


The Japanese defeat a month 
before in the Coral Sea taught the 
enemy that approaches to Austra- 
lia were strongly defended and 
that further thrusts in this direc- 
tion could be made only at the 
price of head-on collision with 
American sea power, which it is 
Japanese strategy to avoid. Recon- 
naissance planes and submarine. 
scouts reported a general with- 
drawal of enemy naval ships from 
the Southwest Pacific. The Amer- 
ican high command guspected that 
another stroke was preparing, but 
it remained uncertain whether 
the target would be Alaska, Mid- 
Way and Hawaii, the Panama 
Canal or even the Pacific Coast 
of the United States. All of these 
areas were strengthened with 
long-range, shore-based aircraft. 


The carrier Lexington was sunk 
in the Coral Sea and the York- 
town was slightly damaged, The 
Enterprise and Hornet, steaming 
up with reinforcements, appeared 
too late for the battle, and were 
ordered to return at emergency 
speed’ to Pearl Harbor. They ar- 

ved on May 26, and the York- 
town followed two days later. The 
carriers were inatructed to refuel, 
reprovision and make airplane re- 
placements for immediate service. 
On May 28 they 6* out to sea, | 
heading into the West. 


Inspired Guesswork. 


On June 1 R. Adm. (now Adm.) 
Raymond A. Spruance held a con- 


ference of ...icers aboard his 
flagship. They learned for the 
first time of a strategic theory 
which had been evolved by Adm. 
Nimitz and his staff. It was based 
partly on intelligence from sub- 
marines that Japanese naval 
strength had been building up in 
home waters and at the bases of 
Truk in the Carolines and Saipan 
in the Mariana Islands. Mostly it 
was inspired esswork, which 
happily turned Sut to be correct. 


The conjecture on which the 
Americans were acting, explained 
Adm, Spruance, was that the Japa- 
nese were about to make an at- 
tack in force, with the design of 
occupying Midway and _ then 
pushing on to Hawali. If suc- 
cessful, the campal would cut 
off the American fleet from its 
principal outpost in the Pacific 
and recoup the death stroke which 
Adm. Yamamoto failed to deliver 
after Pearl Harbot’s defenses 
were paralyzed. 

Because the Americans had ‘no 
more than 25 surface ships with 
which to oppose the enemy, Adm. 
Spruance continued, it had been 
decided to post an ambush of 
earriers on what would presum- 
ably be his left flank. Their par- 
ticular task would be the destruc- 


tion of the Japanese carrier force.

It was hoped that the enemy car- 
riers, when close enough, would 
launch their bombers and fighters 
in an assault on Midway's land 
installations. During their ab- 
sence, the plan was, American 
carrier-borne planes would dart in 
and polish off the Nipponese flat- 
tops. 

The Enterprise, Hornet and 
Yorktown were instructed to take 
positions northeast of Midway, 
and reached their stations on June 
2. To avoid betraying thelr pres- 
ence, the carriers were forbidden 
to send radio messages or conduct 
their usual scouting and bombing 
sorties. The latter functions were 
handed over to Army and Marine 
Corps planes based on Midway, 
and to Navy patrol planes, 


The Battle Begins. 


As happened later in the Bis- 
marck Sea, weathér played the 
Japanese false. An eastward-mov- 
ing storm front under cover of 
which they were proceeding veered 
away on the morning of June 3. 
At 9 o’clock Navy seaplanes spot- 
ted the main invasion armada, 
consisting of battleships, cruisers, 


destroyers, troop _ transports, 
freighters and other escort ships, 
totaling about 60 vessels. The 
fleet, 700 miles distant, was steam- 
ing due east. Its unmistakable 
objective was Midway, as Adm. 
Nimitz had surmised. 


Nine Army Flying Fortresses 
set out from the island and scored 
hits on a cruiser and transport, 
which were left burning. Four 
Catalinas, during that night, at- 
tacked the same formation by 
moonlight and struck with tor- 
pedoes two large enemy vessels, 
one of which wag thought to have 
been sunk, 


The air crews on thé Enterprise 
were awakened at 2:30 a. m. on 
June 4. They had breakfast at 3, 
and manned their stations at 4, 
Not until 8:10 did the message 
come for which they were waiting. 
Patrol planes had discovered a 
second Japanese fleet of 20 vessels 
—a fast carrier striking force, 
consisting of eight cruisers, eight 
destroyers and four carriers, Two 
of the latter, of capital size, proved 
to be the Akagi and Kaga. The 
others were the medium carriers 
Hiru and Soryu, known to Ameri- 
can flyers by the nicknames of 
“Hear-you” and “Sawr-you.” The 
Japanese carrier group, speeding 
southeastward, was reported 250 
miles off Midway. The two fleets 
together numbered 80 vessels. They 
are believed to have constituted 
the largest naval force ever sent 
to sea by the Mikado’s Empire, 


Bombers Take Off. 


The message received at 8:10 
was the last word McClusky had of 
the carrier group's whereabouts 
until he sighted it with his own 
eyes about four hours later. At 
8:30 pilots and gunners were or- 
dered to man their planes but not 
to launch them, There was an- 
other wait of 30 minutes. At 9 
o'clock the bomber group began 
taking off, with McClusky in coni- 
mand. His specialty was that of a 
fighter pilot, but under the Navy's 
all-round training he could take 
in his stride a patrol plane or a 
dive bomber. 


His ships were circling in the 
air above the carrier when they 
received a signa} to “proceed on 
the mission assigned,” This 
meant that for some reason the 
Enterprise's fighter and torpedo 

lanes were being held back, and 
hat his group would go into ac- 
tion without fighter protection. 
This was a serious matter. The 
Dauntless is a-two-man plane, 
with a pilot-gunner-navigator- 
bomber in the cockpit and a rear 
gunner in the tail. On account of 
its slow speed, the Dauntless was 
obsolescent at Pearl Harbor. It 
has had until now to bear the 
brunt of operations in its field be- 
couse of difficulty in ironing bugs 
89 of craft designed to replace 


Climbing to gain altitude, the 
group steered into a southwester- 
ly course which, about two hours 
later, if calculations were correct, 
would intersect the invasion 
fleet’s path. From here on, be- 
cause of radio silence, the destiny 
of the Enterprise dive bombers 
passed completely and solely into 
McClusky’s hands, Outside of oc- 
casional banks of cumulus, the 
weather was exceptionally clear 
and visibility was irreproachable.

neared the calculated point of 
contact shortly after 11 o'clock, 
that something had gone serious- 
ly wrong, rom a height of 
19,000 feet, McClusky swept the 
horizon with his binoculars in 
every direction. The sea lay 
empty. Not a Japanese vessel 
was in sight. 


McClusky’s Decision. 


What had happened? Two an- 
swers were possible, Perhaps there 
had been an error in plotting time 
and space. Perhaps the invasion 
fieet had already passed inside the 
predicted intersection line and was 
now between the air group and 
Midway. This solution was so 
plausible that it was adopted some 


minutes later by flyers from the 
Hornet. They turned. | southeast 
and searched the suppgsed track 
of the Japanese ships Until short- 
age of gasoline forced some down 
at sea, while others landed on 
Midway. 


The alternative guess was that 
the Japanese fleet had suddenly 
reversed its cotirse and turned 
back to the west. In view of the 
enemy's great strength and known 
pertinacity, the supposition at 
first glance appeared absurd, on 
the information at McClusky’s dis- 
With profound anxiety, he 
pored over chart and instruments, 
verifying his own course. Rapidly 
he made a calculation of the speed 
of the Japanese armada, and the 
direction and velocity of the wind. 
When he raised his head again, 
he was mathematically certain of 
a grand historical revolution of 
events—namely, that the enemy 
flotilla had ceased its advance and 
begun a retreat. 


This, it proved, was exactly 
what had occurred. He did, not 
know it, but at dawn on June 4 
several groups of Army heavy and 
medium. bombers, together with 
Marine Corps dive bombers and 
torpedo planes, had taken off 
from Midway for a determined 
frontal attack on the main Japa- 
nese fleet. They suffered heavy 
losses, but inflicted serious dam- 
age, making numerous hits and 
leaving one battleship smoking 
and listing. 

As a result of that attack, the 
enemy force began a retirement 
to the northwest between 8:30 and 
9:30 a. m. -The maneuver ‘took 
place after the American aircraft 
had returned to Midway to refuel 
and rebomb, and passed wunob- 
served because the island had 
thrown every plane it had into the 
onslaught, with none left over for 
reconnaissance, Unaware of this 
development, McClusky checked 
his gasoline and made a decision, 
It was to fly 35 miles to the west 
and then turn northwest, in the 
precise reverse of the original 
Japanese course, 


He Collects “Dividends.” 


At 11:55 he spied a lone Japa- 
nese cruiser which was scurrying 
under full draft to the northeast. 
Concluding that it was speeding 
to join up with the other ships, 
he altered his course to that of 
the cruiser. At 12:05, in his own 
words, “My decision paid divi- 
dends.” 

Peering through his binoculars, 
he saw, 40 miles ahead, the wel- 
come sight of the Japanese car- 
rier striking force. Promptly he 
broke the radio silence and sent a 
message. The American command 
learned for the first time of the 
Japanese retreat and the current 
whereabouts of the 5 flotilla. 

It happened that for a brief and 
providential moment the Japanese 
carriers were virtually without 
protection except for their anti- 
aircraft guns and those of their 
escort vessels. As had been fore- 
seen, the carrier-borne bombers 
had departed for an attack on 
Midway and had not yet returned. 
In the Coral Sea, the Japanese at- 
tributed their defeat principally to 
American torpedo planes. Their 
one-track mentality reasoned that 
the same tactics would be used at 
Midway. So the bulk of the car- 
rier-borne Zeros were lying in 
wait, at 2500 feet, for the low-level 
American torpedo planes. 

With the way open before him, 
McClusky dashed in to the attack, 
and apparently took the carriers 
unawares. Followed by half his 
force, he peeled off and went 
screaming down in a power dive 
against the Kaga. The other sec- 
tion took the Akagi. Both were 
showered ‘with bombs. Pulling out 
of the dive, the American planes 
sped away, 

McClusky did not look back 


|To his astonishment, he saw three 


great conflagrations instead of 
two. He learned afterward that 
planes from the Yorktown had 
followed his flight in, arriving two 
minutes later, and had put the 
Soryu out of action. The Kaga 
and Akagi either sank during the 
night, or were sunk by Japanese 
gunfire, While the enemy was 
trying to take the smoking Soryu 
in tow during the afternoon, the 
carrier was dispatched by three 
torpedo hits from an American 
submarine, 


Fight With Zeros. 


Suddenly two Zeros burst from 
a cloud and assailed McClusky’s 
plane. It had become separated 
from the others, half of which 
failed: to return, There was a 
chase of 25 miles, with McClusky 
driving his craft at full power 
only 20 feet above the sea sur- 
face, and dodging back and forth 
to elude attack, The Dauntless 
was hit 55 times, and McClusky 
suffered five bullet wounds in the 
left shoulder and arm, Finally his 
rear gunner shot down one of the 
Zeros, whereupon the other took 
to flight. 

Changing winds had compelled 
the United States carriers to alter 
their original course, and McClus- 
ky spent time and fuel in locating 
them. Mis gasoline gauge read 
only 10 gallons when he reached 
the Yorktown. He was about to 
alight when he saw the Enterprise 
five miles away and decided to 
try for his own ship. He had 
barely zoomed away from the 
Yorktown when Japanese bomb- 
ers from the undamaged Hiryu 
swooped down and gave it such 
a plastering that two days later 
the carrier fell a helpless prey to 
an enemy submarine. Flyers 
from the Yorktown, who found 
refuge on other carriers, avenged 
their ship on the evening of June 
4, when, in company with En- 
terprise and Hornet planes, 
they sent the Hiryu to the bot- 
tom. 

While McClusky was treated for 
his wound in the sick bay, the bat- 
tle roared on to the west, with 
the fleeing Japanese ships scat- 
tered far and wide, and American 
long-range bombers in hot pur- 
suit. The final act occurred on 
June 9, when an Army medium 
bomber, with Maj. Gen, Clarence 
L. Tinker aboard, was driven 
down at sea far toward the set- 
ting sun and foundered with all 
hands. 


When accounts were cast up, it 
appeared that the Japanese had 
lost four carriers, two heavy cruis- 
ers, a destroyer, one or more 
transports and from 275 to 300 

lanes, which were destroyed in 

attle or lost at sea through lack 

of flight decks on which to land. 
Three battleships were damaged, 
one severely. Other craft dam- 
aged, some seriously, included 
‘three heavy cruisers, a light cruis- 
er and many destroyers and trans- 
ports. Approximately 4800 Japa- 
nese were killed or drowned. 
American losses were the carrier 
Yorktown, the destroyer Ham- 
man, numerous planes and 307 of- 
ficers and men, 


An equivalent of the Japanese 
defeat would have been the re- 
pulse of the American expedition- 
ary force against Northwest Afri- 
ca, if the invasion fleet, merciless- 
ly hammered by Axis aviation, 
had been compelled to turn back 
with heavy losses and find refuge 
in Atlantic coast bases, 


Navy Cross for McClusky. 


For his part in the battle, Mce- 
Clusky was decorated with the 
Navy Cross. Prior to Midway, he 
had aided in strikes against the 
Gilbert and Marshall Islands in 
early February, 1942; the raid on 
Wake Island, on Feb. 24, and that 
on Marcus Island, March 4. 

During this and subsequent 
periods the Enterprise and its air 
group, which won a Presidential 
Unit Citation, were credited with 
sinking 35 Japanese ships and 
shooting down 185 planes. Still 
afloat, the Enterprise is regarded 
by Navy men as bearing a 
charmed life. The Hornet was 
lost in the Battle of Santa Cruz. 


Having spent a tour of three 
years at sea, McClusky was trans- 
ferred to shore duty at the end of 
1942 on the staff of the Fleet Air 
Commander at Alameda, Cal, Dur- 
ing three years, from 1935 to 1938, 
he had been aide and flag lieu- 
tenant to V. Adm. Horne, at that 
time Commander of Aircraft, Bat- 
tle Force. His appointment as 
aide to the admiral in Washington 
was a logical consequence. 


Clarence Wade McClusky was 


born in Buffalo, N. Y., on June 1, 
1902. His father was a business 
man, The boy’s reading gave him 
such a love for adventure that he 
entered Annapolis in 1922. His 
class, that of 1926, was the first 
to receive preliminary flight train- 
ing at the Naval Academy. After 
advanced training at Pensacola, he 
was assigned to the carrier Sara- 


toga. In 1929 he took part in air} 


races at Cleveland. He was sta- 
tioned at Pearl Harbor from 1931 
to 1933, and later taught seaman- 
ship and navigation at the Naval 
Academy. 

He is married and has a son, 
Wade Sanford McClusky, 12 years 
old, whose ambition it is to follow 
in hig father’s footsteps at Anna-

sweeping Germany. Lven soldiers on leave reflect this mood 
and frequent desertions are reported among them, 


Germans tend to dwell on mem- 
ories of the past. They do not 
dismiss the possibility of defeat 
and no longer hold any hopes on a 
secret weapon. They wonder if 
the Hitler era has not been just. 
a big mistake. 

This recrudescence of melan- 
choly is significant enough to have 
inspired Das Schwarze Korps, or- 
gan of the Schutzstaffel (Elite 
Guard) to indulge in several col- 
umns of comment in its latest 
issue, 

It acknowledges that the Ger- 
mans have little cause for mirth 
nowadays, and certainly not about 
so sérious a subject as peace, It 
concedes that after five years of 
war, it is natural for Germans to 
wish for peace: workers, women, 
and above all, soldiers who would 
like to face life instead of death, 
for a change. 

But Das Schwarze Korps berates 
what it calls “small folk” whose 
“horizon ig limited by a good pork 
chop with sauerkraut.” 


No Longer Deceived. 


What is the spirit of the Ger- 
man population Bince Stalin- 
grad, criticisms, plaints and re- 
volt against threadbare shibboleths 
are the order of the day. What 
is new is that when they openly 
discuss the future, the people now 
postulate a German defeat. 

Horror of aerial warfare has led 
Germans to think that whatever 
may be their future, it must of 
necessity be better than their 
present condition. A small, illegal 
pamphlet now being circulated, 
entitled “I Have Had Enough,” 
declares: 

“We have lost 11 years. Much 
of what was dear to us has been 
taken away. But we can make 
up for lost time once peace has 
come. Let us finish so that we 
can begin at the beginning. Things 
cannot be worse than at present.” 

German propaganda, fully aware 
of this collective yearning, seeks 
to satisfy it by taking the people 
back instead of forward. It is 
not for nothing that one of the 
most popular films today is “Voy- 
age Into the Past,” and it is not 
by chance that Prof. Frolich has 
produced a film called “The Buck- 
holz Family,” which recalls the 
brilliant Berlin @poch after 1870. 

“The good old days” have be- 
come an obsession and Many con- 
versations turn on the question, 
“How would things have turned 
out if in 1933... we chose a dif- 
ferent path?” 


Daydreams. 


These daydreams have become 
so prevalent that despite censor- 
ship they creep into the press, 
camouflaged under dialect. In 
Munich the Munchner Neueste 
Nachrtchten has published a 
sketch called, “Within My Four 


; Walls,” which thus describes the 


weariness and bewilderment of 
Germans today: 

“IT talk to my walls since I can- 
not escape my thoughts — they 
haunt me. Often I seek to flee 
them but they pursue me. It is not 
only of myself that I think—the 
whole weight of human misery 
weights on my soul. To sleep with 
such a burden I would have to 
have a heart of stone, I have put 
my forehead to my wall, but it is 
cold and utterly indifferent. But 
what did I want from the wall? 
Comfort? Ah, well, it is better 
thus: Now I know I am complete- 
ly alone, with no help anywhere, 
no security, nowhere a reating 
place for my head, nothingness. 


This state of mind induces many 
soldiers to risk desertion, The 
number of those failing to return 
to the front, after leave, has so in- 
creased that military police have 
had to be reinforced. In large 
towns, there are agencies which 
procure clothing, false papers and 
railroad tickets for deserters. 
Many service Men succeed in hid- 
ing; others eventually rejoin their 
regiments, urged by their famk 
lies for fear of reprisals, They in- 
vent fantastic excuses and as pun- 
ishment are simply tranaferred to 
other units and given severer du- 
ties, 


‘Secret Weapon’ Faith Gone. 


However, only a comparatively 
limited number find courage to 
desert... Day dreams and hopes 
are less dangerous, Many had 
centered all their hopes on a 
“miraculous secret weapon”; to- 
day, this dream is shattered and 
if the miraculous arm really did 
appear, nobody would have enough 
confidence in it to believe it could 
change in Germany’s favor the 
difficult military situation, 


This nostalgia also influences 
the outlook of soldiers from the 
eastern front, though their moods 
naturally are more bellicose. They 
carry a chip on the shoulder and 
people avoid discussions that 


might lead into arguments with 


them. 


Skeptics may say: “Bo, soldiers 
from the eastern front are already 
cocks-of-the-walk; what ebout the 
Gestapo and the 8. 8.7” The re- 
ply is that the Nazi party has 
enough sense not to cut off its 
nose to spite its face. In other 
words, combatants must be hw 
mored; in them lie the hopes of 
the country’s salvation. 

Discipline in the Wehrmacht is 
as severe as ever, but it is the 
soldier himself who has changed. 
He has thrown off the chrysalis 
of mysticism with which he start- 
ed out to fight and now calls a 
spade a spade and sees it as 
such, 

In Germany today the most 
discussed question is not “will we 
win the war?’ but “when will ail 
this end?”

Granting the effectiveness of | 
the company’s production, Under 
Secretary of War Robert P. Pat- 
terson, when directing the re- 
fund, said: “The fact that a com- 
pany operates satisfactorily can- 
not be allowed to serve as an ex- 
cuse for war profiteering.” 


Patterson called attention to the 
fact that the company’s business 
was financed primarily by the 
Government and that “one of the 
basic policies which must - be 
maintained during the war is 
that no one shall be permitted un- 
reasonable profit at the expense 
of the public.” 


When the company was organ- 
ized in November, 1940, four part- 
ners—Jack, his son, William R. 
* Jack; Jack’s nephew, Clifford lL. 
Jack, and Ralph M. Heintz—each 
invested $25,000. At the end of the 
first year, after drawing large sal- 
aries, they were able ta plow 
back into the business - addi- 
tional $254,000 profit. 

All other financing has been sup- 
plied by the Government. The 
War Department advanced the 
company $11,670,000 within two 
years of its founding to be used as 
operating capital. This money was 
against contract orders. In addi- 
tion, the Government spent $3,- 
439,000 more to purchase plants 
and equipment for use by Jack & 
Heintz. Thus, in contrast to the 


partners’ investment of $354,000,/| 


the Government has supplied Jack 
& Heintz, Inc., with more than 
15 million dollars in cash and fa- 
cilities, 


Army Board’s Position. 


On this basis, Joseph M. Dodge, 
chairman of the War Department 
Price Adjustment Board, de- 
clared: “The company is, in effect, 
acting principally as manager for 
plants owned by the Government 
and of a business financed by the 
Government. Yet, after substan- 
tial compensation to its four prin- 
cipal officials—the sole owners— 
the company had profits of $8,- 
361,000." | 

Dodge pointed out that Jack & 
Heintz prices to the Government 
“yielded profits before’ taxes 
equivalent to more than 35 cents 
of every dollar” \even after allow- 
ing for the company’s price ad- 
justments. He called this “not 
reasonable .. not justified by 
the most liberal appraisal of the 
company’s operation.” 


Even allowable profit on 1942 
operations after the seven million 
dollar refund would be $1,361,000, 
approximately 300 per cent of the 
partners’ investment and more 
than 1200 per cent on their orig- 
inal capital outlay. 


Jack says that this ordered re- 
negotiation of his contract would 
throw the company into the red 
and prevent him from developing 
a fund for effectuating promises 
of jobs after the war to his work- 
ers, whom he calls “associates.” 
He has pressed the fight vigorous- 
ly, even to asking his associates 
to wire Congress protesting against 
the present renegotiation proced- 
ure, He gave a dinner for Senators 
and Congressmen at the Mayflow- 
er Hotel in Washington to apprise 
them of how things are done at 
Jack & Heintz. 


Not Against Principle. 

In an interview with the writer, 
Jack said he did not oppose rene- 
gotiation on principle, provided “it 
is guided by the rules 
game,” but without rules it be— 
comes “unfair and socialistic.” He 
has repeatedly charged that the 
present administrative renegotia- 
tion board of six men constituted 
a dictatorship and suggested that 
the whole business of renegotia- 
tion be made the work of a body 
of Congressmen and _ Senators 
“with enough gumption and far- 
sightedness to pass laws and ad- 
minister them.” 


Supporting: his opinion are the 
majority of his 7218 associates 
who have received the much-pub- 
licized perquisites which go with 
a job at Jack & Heintz. Although 
they work long, hard hours— 
which has developed a recently 
perceptible trend of job-seeking at 
some of the other Cleveland war 
plants — they receive large pay 
checks, made up mostly of time- 
and-a-half and double-time for 
from 33 to 37 hours of overtime 
each week. They also get free 
lunches, steam baths, rubdowns, 
work shoes, banquets, vacations 
and war bond bonuses to keep up 
their healh and spirits under the 
pressure, 

In a message to national legis- 
lators, 21 shop stewards who said 
they represented 7400 associates, 
copied Jack in appealing for 
amendment of the renegotiation 
act “as it stands today.” 


The act, they declared, "tends 
to destroy enterprise, penalize ef- 
ficiency and increase production 
costs, and it is likely to be a fac- 
tor in bringing national catas- 
trophe.” They took this position 
despite the policy of their labor 
union committed to current re- 
negotiation. 

A few protested against the

“Good” Germans Ineffectual, 

“When I speak of the Germans 
I do not mean 100 per cent of Ger- 
mans,” he says. “I mean the ma- 
jority, and the great majority of 
Germans, who have thought as 
they confessed, and who have acted 
as we know.” . 

He pays respects to those who 
pin their hope on some saving 
leaven of “good” Germans who

For Free Enterprise. 


Jack has gone on record as 
saying that in some respects his 
fight against renegotiation as it 
stands is “nothing more than to 
protect free enterprise in America 
and the capitalist system.” If in- 
dustry is deprived of the right to 


make a profit, he said, “you've got | §* 


fascism, nazism and communism 
and the greatest dictatorship the 
world ever saw.” 


Industry, he feels, is entitled 
to earn a profit in wartime or 
peacetime, but wartime profits 
should be limited to 5 per cent 
after taxes, but what the 5 per 
cent is to be computed on he fails 
to add. He does say, however, that 
legislation should require corpora- 
tions to limit dividends to stock- 
holders to what the government 
pays as interest rates on its bonds,

The fight against renegotiation 
has broken down to some extent 
the antipathy held toward Jack 
& Heintz by other Cleveland in- 
dustrialists. His stock “has been 
raised” among competitors, a 
spokesman for one of the local 
trade associations said, since he 
pressed a fight they were afraid 
to begin. 


A few firms have even gone so 
far as to adopt some of the Jack 
& Heintz “associate” techniques, 
but the majority of local indus- 
trialists still wonder whether Jack 
could afford to be as generous 
with his own as with Government 
money. To this, Jack has replied 
that managements which have 
adopted aspects of the formula 
in effect in his plant have “in- 
creased in. every case production | 
beyond their fondest dreams,” but 
he has not supplied statistics, 


Stock Plan Nipped. 


Jack thinks so favorably of his 
plan that he tried to sell stock in 
the company to the associates in 
an attempt to raise the money 
e said the Government would, 
take from him, and more. Peti- 
tions were circulated among as- 
sociates to determine whether 
they would give up their overtime 
pay and bonuses and cash in their 
war bonds to purchase non-voting 
stock in the company. The Se- 
curities & Exchange Commission 
and the Ohio State Commerce De- 
partment’s Securities Division 
nipped the deal in the bud on re- 
plaints from a few 
associates, but Jack asserted he 
intended to push the stock plan 
as soon as hig lawyers could work 
out a method for stock distribu- 
—— in compliance with securities 
aws, 


It is interesting to note that in

Vansittart is not clear just how 
this compulsion is going to work. 
This book is a detailed statement 
of general attitude. However, he 
has implemented his program with 
specific suggestions elsewhere, as 
in the interview with Edgar Ansel 
Mowrer, special correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch, which appears 
on Page 1 of this section. In the 
book he lays down a broad pro- 
am: t 
“If we are truly determined 
that never again shall Germany 
rise as a military power, then we 
shall ask ourselves how unilateral 
disarmament, promised by Article 
8 of ‘the Atlantic Charter, can be 
made a reality; and we shall re- 
member that there*is an active 
pan-German and  pro-German 
campaign going on against it in 
this country (Britain) and the 
United States. Vansittartism sim- 
ply assumes that Mr. Churchill 
and Mr. Roosevelt mean what 
they say. In that case there will 
be a complete destruction of Ger- 
man militarism—‘We shall cer- 
tainly not settle for less,’ Mr. 
Roosevelt has said—and there will 
be drastic control of Germany’s 
heavy industry, coupled with the 
destruction of Germany’s war- 
potential. Otherwise disarmament 
will be a sinister farce like the 
last time.” 

Not Altogether Hopeless, 

But the case is not hopeless. 
“In a word,” says Vansittart, “he 
(the German) must be taught 
happiness, of which he has little 
idea beyond that of ruining his 
neighbor. Happiness is the most 
difficult attainment in the world, 
and few have mastered it; but 
some of us at least know some 
of the ingredients. The Germans, 
on the other hand, have cared lit- 
tle enough for happiness, even 
their own, still less for that of 
other peoples.’ It has seemed to 
them low and mean.... ‘Kant ex- 
pressly repudiated as unworthy of 
‘a virtuous will any consideration 
of happiness, or of consequences, 
either to oneself or to others.... 
His moral] doctrine was a perfect 
frame for fanaticism.’” 

Thus Vansittart. The Germans 
are not inherently bad, but they 
have learned a lot of bad ways 
from their Junker masters and 
must unlearn them. They must 
be made to see their error and 
forsake it. By and by, maybe, 
they will learn and be happy and 
be allowed again to live at peace 
among their neighbors without re- 
straint; but Vansittart honestly 
does not think that time is com- 
ing very soon or that much is be- 
ing done to bring it sooner.

f\a political mistake by attacking 


with its fight against renegotia- 
tion, persons always say “he” 
does this or that. Never does one 
hear reference to the firm or 
Jack & Heintz.

Dewey has told friends that he 
stopped practicing law the instant 
he was sworn in as Governor and 
became an executive. The State 
Government is more than 95 per 
cent under civil service, but he 
went after the top men. He re- 
tained a few Democrats, but in 
most departments he made new 
appointments and prodded the old 
officials into action. 

He persuaded high-salaried pri- 
vate persons to enter the State’s 
service, and about a fourth of his 
appointees were bright and ener- 
getic men in their 30s.

Official Relations Good, 

With the Roosevelt-Barkley row

There’ has been a complete 
change in the attitude of Albany 
correspondents toward Dewey as 
head of the party and Dewey the 
Governor.

Another Explanation. 

Persons around the Governor 
say that another explanation is 
that on his transient trips to Al- 
bany, Dewey met different report- 
ers at each press conference and 
did not know whom he could trust. 
As Governor, these informants 
say, Dewey has met the reporters 
month after month and mutual re- 
spect and understanding have 
taken the place of skepticism and 
hostility. 

This writer remembers Dewey 
at Philadelphia in 1940 and met

Mackinac Island Conference last 
September. Dewey's improvement | 
in public relations during the in- 
tervening years has been tremen- 
dous. He was popular with the 
other Governors at Mackinac and 
he got along with the press. 

It was at this conference that 
he made his ,famous statement 
that he favored a postwar alliance 
or understanding with Great Brit- 
ain and if possible with Soviet 
Russia and China as the start on 
an international organization for 
the maintenance of peace. 

For this effrontery to the “iso- 
lationists” and to anti-British 
feeling, Dewey was read out of 
the party by Robert R. McCor- 
mick in the Chicago Tribune. 
This wad not a new experience 
for the young Governor, McCor- 
mick had fulminated in identical 
vein twice before, once when 
Dewey indorsed the United Ser- 
vice Organizations and again 
when after some floundering he 
advocated enactment of the first 
lend-lease bill. Dewey has not 
been worried on any of these oc- 
casions, knowing that they bring 
him support locally and nation- 


ally. 
At Mackinac Parley. 

At the Mackinac press confer- 
ence, Dewey had been asked to 
comment on a Washington dis- 
patch in the Detroit News which 
listed about 20 points on which 
President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill were said to be 


visible. This should be said in all 
friendship, but firmly. If it were, 
I think he would listen.” 

Vansittart’s views are the fruit 
of a lifetime’s experience. ‘As a 
young diplomat he saw the Ger- 
mans humiliate France in 1905, 
he watched Germany sabotage the 
Hague Conference in 1907, he 
watched the Germans provoke 
war in 1914. He approved of the 
Versailles Treaty and does to this 
day. He thinks that if enforced 
this treaty would have preserved 
the peace. Instead, at Versailles 
in 1919, he saw the Germans in- 
solently defy their victors — and 
get ‘away with it. From that, it 
was only a step until they defi- 
antly refused entrance to their 
factories to members of the Inter- 
Allied Military Control—and ‘got 
away with that, 

Vansittart“ urged and pleaded 
with successive British cabinets: 
first, to rearm powerfully; second, 
to reach a tight defensive under- 
standing with France and with 
the Soviets, 

There is no question that his 
policy would have prevented Hit- 
ler’s war. The British leaders 
were, however, deaf and blind. | 

Once the war he predicted ar- 
rived, he concentrated on prevent- 
ing the next one. Right or wrong, 
Vansittart is a‘walking encyclo- 
pedia of political information, and 
when such a man talks, he is 
worth listening to. Perhaps he 
errs o: the side of severity, but 
he has the supreme advantage of 


agreement. He was specifically 
asked to give his views on a re- 
port that the two leaders had 
agreed On a postwar military alli- 
ance, 

Going over the points seriatim, 
Dewey came to the alliance item 
and commented: 

“We have more or less had a 
military alliance with Great Brit- 
ain since the War of 1812. When 
Britain went to war we had to 
depend on the British Navy, and 
we should certainly co-operate 
with Gréat Britain to the fullest 
extent.” 

A reporter asked: “Do you ad- 
vocate or recognize the possibil- 
ity or probability of a military 
alliance between the United States 
and Great Britain, to continue on 
a formal basis?” 

Dewey replied: “I should think 
that would be in our interest. We 
have long had close military rela- 
tionship with Great Britain, and 
the American people never suf- 
fered such a shock as they did 
when they felt that the. British 
Navy might be seized by the 
Nazis.” . 

“Do you think,” he was asked, 
‘it would be possible to broaden 
the base of such an alliance to 
include any other of the United 
Nations?” 

“It would be hoped,” Dewey an- 
swered, “that in working out the 
structure of peace we would have 
Russia and China in it at the be- 
ginning. We would hope that be- 
fore the war comes to an end 
we would be able to reach a closer 
understanding with .our Russian 
allies. A-military alliance has in- 
finite possibilities and none can 
write the military terms 
this war is over... . I trust we 
will enter no commitments which 
are not previously approved by 
the Senate.” 

Way Paved for Pact. 

Since Mackinac there have been 
the Moscow, Cairo and Teheran 
conferences, Dewey now tells 
friends that if he understands the 
Teheran agreement, the way has 
been paved for a four-power post- 
war agreement. 

Dewey also believes that the 
Republican party is making a mis- 
take by not trying to rub off the 
‘isolationist” label. He points out 
that Elihu Root, Charles Evans 
Hughes, Frank B. Kellogg and 
Henry L. Stimson, Republican 
Secretaries of State, followed a 
co-operationist international poli- 
cy. He would like to hear a series 
of speeches on international af- 
fairs by such Republicans as Sen- 
ators Austin, Burton and Ball, 
Representatives Eaton and Wads- 
worth and Governors Baldwin of 
Connecticut and Sewall of Maine, 
Many voters would much rather

The Democratic strategy against

For Debate on Foreign Policy. 

Dewey wants foreign policy de-

Best G. O. P. Radio Voice.

OR one small group of St. 

Louis women artists to have 

71 paintings hanging simul- 
taneously on the walls of three 
rooms in the.

But for that group, started by 
three admitted amateurs “with 
no real purpose and no vision,” 
to have accomplished what it 
has in 11 years, what with war 
work, families and household 
problems interfering, is not only 
unusual but somewhat remark- 
able. 


Called, for want of a more 
exciting name, “The Studio 


Group,” its members believe it 
to be unique, with no counter- 
part that they can discover. 
Its organization is entirely in- 
formal.

ing, are kept to a nominal sum, 
and so within the reach of all, 
Membership is jealously guard- 
ed. Although there is neither 
constitution nor bylaws, the 
group long ago decided against 
more than l5active participants, 
and point with pride to the lack 
of vacancy in more than two 
years. Should a vacancy oc- 
cur, however, the new member 
may be well assured that she is 
welcome, for balloting is as 
secret as in a Panhellenic so- 
rority or a swank country club, 
and one black ball rejects. 


Most of the members are 
housewives, some are mothers, 
but all devote one day a week 
to the studio, between duty at 
Red Cross Motor Corps henad-

How it Started. 


T all started back In 19382 

when Mrs. Roscoe K. Cross, 

Mrs. Walter Davis and Mrs. 
Francis Bruton Waddock joined 
a short-lived sketch club. Still 
enthusiastic, the three met out 
of doors one fine painting day:

efforts because of their inex- 
perience. What they needed was 
a teacher, they decided, so one 
of the three approached Fred B, 
Conway, now a teacher at St.

NEW YORK, March 18. 
XEL WENNER-GREN, last of 
A tie international mystery mil- 
lionaires since Charles Be- 
deaux is no more, is building a 
palatial home at Cuernavaca, Mex- 
ico, as if he and his American 
wife no longer consider: their exile 
from their paradise in the Baha- 

mas a temporary inconvenience. 
The Wenner-Grens, who com- 
muted from Nassau to Miami to 
Vera Cruz to Havana and Euro- 
pean ports in their 1851-ton yacht, 
Southern Cross, were in Mexico in 
January, 1942, when the United 
States and British governments 
suddenly slammed their doors 
against the fabulously rich Swe- 
dish industrialist by putting him 
on the blacklist of 5000 individuals 
and firms in the Americas accused 
of trading to the benefit of the 
Axis. Wenner-Gren appealed to 
President Roosevelt to correct 
what he called a “cruel and un- 


founded charge.” Two years have 


passed and he is still in Mexico, 
and his yacht is now in the Mex- 
ican Navy. 

Of course, a _ great financier 
finds, or makes, business wher- 
ever he goes, and Wenner-Gren’s 
wife, who was. Marguerite Liggett 
of Kansas City, has 300 rare birds, 
monkeys and sundry small ani- 
mals in their beautiful house in 
Mexico City’s Paseo De La Re- 
forma to take the place of the 
collection she left in Nassau. But 
the Wenner-Grens are almost 
never seen socially. 

Even ‘in the pre-blacklist days, 
the mysterious Wenner-Gren, who 
was known as a friend of the 
great in many lands, had Gen. 
Maximino Avila Camacho, brother 
of Mexico’s President Manuel 
Avila Camacho, as a partner in 
some of his numerous business en- 
terprises. One of the properties 
they are said to hold in joint own- 
ership is the Hotel Chulavista in 
Cuernavaca.

ENNER-GREN is said to 

be financing pulp and pa- 

per mills and he owns 
sheep and cattle ranches. in 
the northern part of the state 
of Chihuahua. However, these are 
believed to be only a fraction of 
his holdings in Mexico, which are 
popularly supposed to range from 
the little silver shop he,owns in 
the Ritz Hotel in Mexico City to 
great mining investments. 

For a salesman—and selling has 
been the first and foremost profes- 
sion with Wenner-Gren—he has 
been a singularly self-contained 
fellow. But a sketchy biography 
can be pulled together which 
shows Wenner-Gren to have some 
points in common with a Horatio 
Alger hero. y 

Wenner-Gren was born in 1881 
at Uddevalla, a small ancient 
trading town on Sweden’s west 
coast near the Norwegian border, 
in the neighborhood where the 
action of the great poem “Beo- 


wulf” is believed to have taken 


place, His father was in the tim- 
ber business, his grandfather was 
mayor of the town, and the boy 


“was raised amid comfortable cir- 


cumstances, 

When he was 15--which was the 
usual time for a Viking of the 
old days to go out in * world— 
he left Uddevalla for Gothenburg, 
where he got an office job, pick- 
ing up extra education on the 
side. At 20 he had saved enough 
money to go to Germany, first to 
the University of Greifswald and 
then to the College of Commerce 
at Berlin. 

When he had finished his com- 
mercial course he got a job in 
the Berlin office of the Swedish’ 
Separator Co., one of the first 
Swedish firms to have its own 
foreign sales organization. Within 
two years he was sales manager 
of the branch,

UT, like so many other young 
Scandinavians, he was attract- 
ed to America. He came to New 
York in 1908, supplied with $250, 
and began to look for a job. It 
was a bad time, what with the 
panic year of 1907. 

Wenner-Gren lived at the old 
Waldorf in considerable splendor 
while his money lasted, but then 
had to take a job in a New Jersey 
factory that made separators and 
motors. He got 15 cents an hour 
and moved from the Waldorf to a 
Jersey boarding house, 

There was a Swede at the head 
of the company, and Axel put up 
to him a plan for selling the com- 
pany’s products in Europe. He 
was commissioned to go to Europe 


‘to sell the motors, taking an ad- 


vance of $250. He sailed, and sold 
more of the motors than the fac- 
tory could make. 

He found, to his chagrin, that 
the motors did not stand up very 
well in use, and there were s0 
many complaints from European 
customers that he wound up his 
connection with the New Jersey 
firm, since out of business. 

Wenner-Gren had been looking 
around for a new line and had 
made up his mind that'‘it should 
be electrical and should be a 
household appliance in common 
use. He found what he wanted in 
the window of a shop in Vienna— 
an electric vacuum cleaner. He 
discovered the device was made in 
Philadelphia and cabled the firm 
for an agency. He began selling 
the cleaners in 1910. 

He had found his true field@—in 
sales organization, and that is 
where he has shone since. Any 
troubles he has had may be traced 
to his attempts to step outsid@\his 
field. 

After selling fhe original cleaner 
for a couple of years, he was con- 
vinced a better one could be made. 
He went back to Sweden and 


worked out an improved model,

His first company was called 
Elektro Mekanska Aktiebolaget. 
He needed a larger plant, how- 
ever, and merged with the * Co, 
This firm had been making a 
kerosene lamp which enjoyed a 
wide sale in Europe and Asia, 
but electricity had been restrict- 
ing its sales more and more and 
the company needed a new prod- 
uct. The merger, taking in the 
vacuum ‘cleaner, resulted in the 
name Electrolux, as applied to the 
cleaner and the later-born refrig- 
erator, 


Wenner-Gren built an interna-. 


tional sales organization which 
was broken up by the last war, 
and then reorganized in 1919 with 
himself as managing director, 
Foreign sales were resumed, im- 
provements were made in the 
product and from an original cap- 
ital of 120,000 kronor (about 
$25,000) in 1919, the company grew 
to one of 60,000,000 kroner capi< 
talization in 1928, 


Two students at the Stockholm * 


Institute of Technology invented 
in the ’20s a refrigerator utilizing 
a gas flame. Wenner-Gren ac- 
quired the patent for this device 
in 1926 and exhibited it at the 
refrigeration show in New York 
that year. He immediately sold 
the American rights to Servel, 
Inc., and proceeded to develop it 
himself in other territories. 

In this country it attracted the 
attention of utility companies who 
were interested in gas, and théy 
helped push the sales of the ma- 
chine. Later another model was 
produced using kerosene, which 
made the box available for use in 
communities without gas service. 

Wenner-Gren, for a time, was 
chairman of the American firms 
making the vacuum cleaners and 
refrigerators, but has since re- 
tired from that position and at 
this time has no connection with 
them at all, : 

As his fortune began to ac- 
cumulate, he became a big man in 
Sweden. He acquired millions of 
acres of timberlands and an enor- 
mous export-trade in forest prod- 
ucts—paper, pulpwood, cellulose 
and other htings made from trees. 

How Wenner-Gren met Margue- 
rite Liggett, daughter of a Mis- 
sourl machinery manufacturer, is 
a matter of disagreement.

@ DOUGLAS WAS BORN in a parsonage in Columbia City, ' 
Ind., Aug. 27, 1877, the son of Rev. Alexander Jackson Douglas, 
a lawyer who gave up Gladstone for the Gospel, and Sarah Jane 
Cassel, a former school teacher. Lloyd received his early edu- 
cation in country schools, aided considerably by the private 
tutoring of a father who made a constant companion of his son, 
In due time Lloyd attended his father’s alma mater, Witten- 
berg College, Springfield, O., where he received his M. A. and 
B. A. degrees. He won no scholarships, but enjoyed his campus 
years and paid a good part of his expenses playing piano and 
organ music at church weddings, funerals and small parties. 
Ordained a minister in 1903, Douglas’ first assignment was a 
small-town church in North Manchester, Ind. A year later he 


married Besse Porch, a college friend and daughter of another 
minister. Wish added responsibilities, Douglas sought speaking 
dates to add to his meager ministerial salary. His next pas- 
torate was in Lancaster, O., where two baby daughters were 
born and occasional $15 speaking engagements contributed 
much to the minister’s — for his family.

. At 81, Douglas was made pastor of a prominent 
Washington (D. C.) church where his predecessor, who 
had preached there 40 years, had established a pattern 
difficult for the younger minister to adopt.

@ HE WROTE saan OBSESSION” after he had 
gone to Montreal as pastor of the large St. James United 
Church, Douglas won wide popularity as minister at this 
church and enjoyed his work, but as the basic plot took form 
he was convinced that being a novelist was the next step in 
his career. “Magnificent Obsession” was published in 1929 and 
a year later leading American publishers found the book taking 
firm root among the best sellers.

Douglas had 
thought about that robe himself many times in his years as a 
minister. He answered: “I do not know of a story about the 
robe but there should be one—even if I haye to write a book 
about it myself.”

MEXICO CITY, March 18. 
ITH World War and the 
boom, Mexico City at last has 
become what ill-fated Em- 
peror Maximillian’s Carlotta hoped 
it would be-—the Paris of the 
Americas, International proprie- 
tors have introduced night life in 
a large way. Whether Mexicans 
should be thankful for this or not 
remains to be seen. Meanwhile, 
it’s a long way from the days 
when the natives enjoyed only the 
Regis Hotel floor show, such as 
it was, and the Colon night club. 


The Colon really was a hot spot. 
There was a “little shooting” now 
and then, not to be taken seriously, 
as the Chief of Police usually told 
visiting firemen, Still, before you 
were seated in the Colon you had 
to check guns, ammunition, knives 
and similar knickknacks, It’s dif- 
ferent with Mexico City’s modern 
night clubs. All you require is a 
reservation and money. The only 
thing you check is your hat, and 
you don’t need a headpiece in this 
climate, 

Mexicans lunch and siesta from 
12:30 to 3, and 4 is the cocktail 
hour. Because it takes longer for 
food to digest 7200 feet above sea 
level, natives and the more sea- 
soned campaigners e o 
their heaviest meal in the’ middle 
of the day. Dinner is rather late. 
You usually finish your cordial to 
the opening bars of orchestras 
heralding the start of the swing 
shift, and not the swing shift as 
it is interpreted in the States.

These Spanish Basques are 
extremely wealthy and hospitable. 
There is hardly a night when some 
form of entertainment doesn’t go 
on. Another interesting club is 
the Club Francais.

There are no meatless Tuesdays 
or Fridays, The war seems very 
far away.

I 
saw four carloads of new refrig- 
erators in the railroad yards of 
Mexico City, The finest foods are 
prepared in high-class restaurants, 
hotels and clubs by international 
chefs.

Mexico is a poor country finan- 
cially, but rich in minerals and. 
the better foodstuffs, and the lat- 
ter is easy to explain. 


First, for all its vast territory, 
Mexico has a population of no 
more than 20 million. Only two

Indian — and 13 million Indians. 
The great bulk of the population 
is content with little of the world’s 
goods. They are not meat-eaterg, 
prefer chicken, rice, béans and

Mexico City is a city of culture. 
You pass up more art in and 
around the capital than you see 
in the States in a year. Those 
who do not speak Spanish have 
little difficulty making themselves 
understood. The Mexican you ap- 
proach or who waits on you prob- 
ably speaks English. A French 
star speaking his own language 
was appearing in a farce at the 
Bellas Artes, the finest theater 
here. Ninety per cent of the audi- 
ence of 3000 were Mexicans, yet it 
was obvious that they understood 
the lines perfectly, 


Mexican movies are usurping 
the Central and South American 
markets so rapidly that Holly- 
wood producers are moving in to 
protect themselves. There are so 
many big movie houses in Mex- 
ico that newspapers carry two 
full pages of advertisements, They 
have neoned the Avenita Marino 
into a resplendent Broadway, 


Why it took a second World 
War to make tourists discover 
Mexico is beyond comprehension. 
It is a gorgeous country with 
matchless mountain and beach re- 
sorts. You could spend a year in 


and around Mexico City and see - 


something new and historic every 
day. There are so many interest- 
ing trips to be taken that you 
can't keep up.. Acapulco, Mexico's 
Hawaii, where sailfish bite and 
fight, is an hour and a half away 
by air. 

From the National Palace, Ca-

up toward magnificent Chapulte- 
pec, you see something like Paris’ 
Champs Elysees. Mexico City is 
a buatling city of two million, rap- 
idly growing modern, but never- 
theless as picturesque and roman- 
tic ag the stately cypress trees 
around Chapultepec, 


Richard Halliburton easily could 
have been right when he called 
Mexico the most beautiful country 
in the world, and Mexico City is 
its principal. stage, with snow- 
capped Popocatepetl, towering 17,- 
782 feet, and its majestic compan- 
ion, Ixtaccihuatl, which means the 
Sleeping Woman, as a backdrop. 


In Mexico City there are new 
and expansive residential sections 
that outdo Hollywood and Beverly 
Hills. Blocks of palatial new 
homes, and never two alike. New 
apartment houses are picking up 
the slack for hotels. You can’t 
get in the latter without a reser- 
vation, The season runs from 
Dec. 15 to March 31, but every day 
is spring, even during the six 
weeks’ rainy season in the sum- 
mer. 


Mexico fs only 16 hours from 
New York by air, 18 from Los 
Angeles, and that will be reduced 
when Eastern Air Lines cuts di- 
rectly across the gulf from New 
Orleans.

At first Jack’s 
triumph in “Justice” was _ re- 
garded with the same incredulity 
as might have been aroused had 
“Honey Boy” Evans put off his 
burnt cork to sing Faust at the 
Metropolitan. * 

Paradoxically, while Jack was 
preparing for his first romantic 
role, his wife was obtaining a di- 
vorce. The play, “Peter Ibbetsen,” 
went on, however, with the lovely 
Constance Collier as Jack's lead- 
ing lady. ‘

TATISTICS can be the worst 

possible guide to the truth and 

whoever doesn’t believe it 
should take a look at the list of 
works performed by the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra during the 
season just concluded. According 
to my calculations there was a 
total of 79 compositions, long and 
short, played on the 18 subscrip- 
tion programs. Of this number, 
23 were contemporary composi- 
tions in the sense that their com- 
posers are still alive. 

On the face of it this seems to 
show an extraordinary hospitality 
to the music of our time. No or- 
chestra in the country—not even 
the bold and experimental Boston 
orchestra—devoted more than 29 
per cent of its programs to con- 
temporary music, whieh should 
mean that St. Louis is in the very 
forefront of the effort to preserve 
the institution of music as a liv- 
ing organism. <A closer look at 
the list, however, necessitates a 
quick revision of one’s original 
impression. 

First of all, the “Fantasia,” by 
Vaughan Williams, is in no sense 
contemporary, the “Dances From 
the Three Cornered Hat” are only 
so in a chronological sense, 
Stravinsky's “Fire Bird Suite” has 
been old hat for long time and 
Schoenberg's “Verklaerte Nacht” 
is fine de siecle in mood and 
style. It must also be pointed out 
that Prokofieff's “Classical Sym- 
phony”.is really more classical 
than modern, while Turina’s 
“Prayer of the Bull Fighter” is 
just a bon-bon, romantic in feel- 
ing and obvious in the presenta- 
tion of that feeling. 


. . > 

OF THE WORKS that remain, 
at least eight must be classified 
as fillers. They reflect to a limit- 
ed extent the status of modern 
composition, but they are not im- 
portant representatives of that 
category. They required not more 
than five to 10 minutes of play- 
ing time. While length is not a 
reliable clew to quality, it is an 
inescapable fact that the most im- 
portant works of all periods have 
been cast in the larger forms. 

This suggests that Mr. Golsch- 
mann is not really sympathetic to 
contemporary composition and 
that he considers the long as well 
as the short pieces, as inconse- 
quential. That being so, he makes

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Economical Menus 
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By Meta Given 


ASH appeal all depends on 
who makes the hash. Hash 
that mother makes is, as a 
rule, considered one of the best 
of meat dishes. The left-over 
meat used needs to be diced 
neatly ‘The excess fat should be 
trimmed off and melted down and 
used for shortening, seasoning or 
saved for the fat salvage drive. 
Even the potatoes may be cut at- 
tractively, say with a fluted knife 
to produce corrugated whens The 
onion may be gliced or grated, and 
then plenty, of good strong breth 
or left-ovar gravy to provide plenty 
of moisture for slow cooking 
Usually there is little left-over 
gravy, so it is well to provide a 
delicious broth. I suggest that 
when the original roast is bought, 
that a few extra bones be ob- 
tained, and these be browned and 
simmered slowly to extract all the 
fine flavor for use as a broth, As 
little stirring should be done as 
possible so that the ingredients 
will retain their identity. But it 
should be cooked down to a point 
where it holds together well; or 
leave it intact to form a delicate 
brown crust on the under side. 
Use the seasonings that will be 
liked best—usually just salt and

AGNEAU AUX NAVETS: The 
crude translation into English 
meals lamb and turnips—but such 
lowly fare is lifted to the nth 
power when properly done in this 
fashion: 

First have the butcher bone a 
shoulder of lamb which, for eight 
portions, should attain a _ net, 
ron weight of about three and 
a half to four pounds. Then, us- 
ing bacon fat or oil, brown the 
meat lightly on both sides—just 
lightly, please note!

St. Louis Air Hero 
An Outstanding 
War Hero 


Lieutenant-Colonel James H. Howard 
Decorated for Distinguished 
Leadership and Personal 
Exploits on Two Fronts 


T. LOUIS’ James H. Howard has become 
S one of the outstanding airmen of the war, 
a national hero who has distinguished 

himself as fighter and as leader against both 
the Japanese and the Germans. st month 
he was promoted to lieutenant-colonel in the 
United States Army Air Forces and made com- 
mander of the fighter group which secretly 
tested and then introduced in combat over Eu- 
rope the new long-range American fighter 
plane, the P-5S1B Mustang. Two weeks ago he 
participated in the first American bombing 
raid on Berlin, leading the Mustang escort of 
the heavy bombers’ on its round trip of ap- 
proximately 1200 miles. In January, when he 
was a squadron leader in the Mustang group, 
he thrilled the nation with an exploit rivaling 
that for which the late Lieutenant-Commander 
Eddie O'Hare received tthe Congressional 
Medal of Honor: Single-handed, Howard at- 
tacked 30 Nazi fighter. planes to protect a 
group of American bombers in a raid on Os- 
chersleben, Germany. Six of the German: 
planes were listed as probable victims of his 
guns and none of the bombers was lost. Pub- 
lic acclaim was scarcely lessened by the fact 
that Howard did not tell of the deed until the 
reports of others had identified him as the lone 
airman. poles 

Early this month, Colonel Howard was cred- 
ited with having shot down a total of 13 1-3 
enemy planes, including the six probablies in 
the Oschersleben fight, and he had been dec- 
orated with the Distinguished Flying Cross and 
the Air Medal with Oak Leaf Cluster. Six 
and one-third planes (two other piléts shared 
in the destruction of one) were Jap aircraft 
which he shot down in the China-Burma thea: 
ter when he was a member of the American 
Volunteer Group—General Claire Chennault's 
"Flying Tigers.” .He served with that organi- 
zation more than’ a year, part of the time as 
squadron leader; introduced the shark's mouth 
design painted on its planes, was decorated 
by the Chinese Government. He returned to 
St. Louis in September, 1942, and, after recup- 
erating from dengue fever, was commissioned 
a captain in the Army Air Forces. He shot 
down his first Nazi plane last December, 
several months after becoming a major. 

Howard is a tall, thin man, 30 years old, son 
of Dr. and Mrs. Harvey J. Howard, 20 Crest- 
wood drive, Clayton. He was born in China, 
where his father, an eye surgeon, taught in 
medical schools for a number of years. Young 
Howard spent a large part of his boyhood in 
China and learned to speak Chinese. He at- 
tended John Burroughs School here, then Po- 
mona College in fornia, after which he en- 
tered the Navy as an aviation cadet. He had 
had two years’ experience as a flyer with the 
Pacific fleet when he resigned his commission 
in 1941 to join Chennault’s group. His success 
in air combat has been ascribed to superlative 
skill, coolness, daring and the ability to relax 
when not on duty. for leadership, one of 
his flyers said of him recently: “He sits up 
there as cool as hell and he sees things you 
never heard of. In a quiet voice he tells one 
squadron to go here and another squadron to 
go there, and when they get there they find 
they are right where the bombers need them. 
He‘'s a general, not just a flyer.’

noted anthropologists, Professor Ruth Benedict and Dr. Gene Welt-

Representative vag i opposition to the pamphlet was based on his 
interpretation that it “depicted the Northern Negro as the intellectual 
superior of the Southern white.” Professor Benedict, answering his claim, 
said ‘the pamphlet simply points out that the white race did badly where 
economic conditions were bad and schooling was not’ provided and that 
Negroes living under better conditions surpassed them.” “It says,” she 
continued, “that the differences did not arise because people were from 
the North or South or because they were black or white.’ 

Illustrations carried in the pamphlet to set forth the main points for 
racial tolerance are presented on this page.
